Dedication. | 


The First Church, of which Rev. Andreas Bard, D. D. is 
pastor, planted a marker for Lutheranism in Kansas City and 
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Synod, when their beautiful edifice was dedicated on January 16, 
1916. It is prominently and conveniently situated, with a fine 
outlook for service, in a growing residence district of the city. 
The building is churchly in all its exterior and interior arrange- 
ments and furnishings, maintaining the best Lutheran traditions. 
An immense cross surmounts the whole and dominates the sur- 
rounding landscape. 

It is built of stone, double-turretted, and Gothic in style. 
The eight-foot Gothic oak altar and carved oak lectern, repre- 
senting an angel, are memorial gifts of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Wible. The cathedral glass windows to be placed later are 
masterpieces of the glazier’s art. 

As a part of the building and under the same roof, yet not 
destroying the unity and beauty of the whole, is an eight-room 
parsonage. This adds to the general convenience and reduces 
the cost. The social nature has been provided for in spacious 
rooms, especially adapted for that purpose, on the first floor. 

The dedicatory sermon was preached by Rev. David H. 
Bauslin, D. D., of Wittenburg College. The President of Synod 
conducted the liturgical service. Rev. R. B. Peery, D. D., of 
Midland College, preached at the evening service. Rev. Charles 
G. Heckert, D. D., President of Wittenburg, had charge of the 
offerings. He secured $14,000 in pledges, thus making it possible 
to dedicate with all indebtedness covered. 


Cornerstone Laying. 


On August 6, amidst great rejoicing, St. John’s congrega- 
tion laid the cornerstone of the new church. The new location, 
just two blocks from the old, is 120x200 feet, a corner lot, and 
one of the most desirable building sites in Salina, Kan. It was 
secured for $18,000. This includes, on the south lot a fine resi- 
dence, which is now the new parsonage, entirely modern in 
every respect. It was occupied at once by the pastor and his 


Rev. B. R. Lantz, the pastor, conducted the services and 
performed the ceremony of laying the cornerstone. The Presi- 
dent of Synod preached the sermon. All the members of the 
local ministerial union were on the platform, in the chancel. 
Two representatives made very appropriate addresses. 

The old properties were sold for $23,000. The contract for 
the new church was let in May for $31,500. Contracts amount- 


ing to $13,000 have been let for furnishings, art glass, heating, 
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lighting, pipe organ, etc. The' new building will be in the per- 
pendicular Gothic style of architecture. Truly “the glory of this 
latter house shall be greater than the former.”

In 
the evening the cornerstone of the new church was laid, on 
which occasion I preached the sermon. 

August 6, 1916, in the afternoon, I visited St. James’, near 
Abilene, and preached at the jubilee service. 

August 22, 1916, on invitation of the Excelsior Council, | 
visited Wilson. Kan., to consult with them about some affairs 
in the charge.

Atchison—Repairs amounting to $850. 
Abilene—Cancelled its remaining indebtedness of $1,387. 
Abilene—St. James—Reshingled the church. 
Bendena—Bought two lots and installed new altar cover- 


‘ings and antependia, hymnboard, solid silver paten and chalice, 
$550. 


Bunker Hill—Bought a lot and built a beautiful 6-room par- 
sonage at a cost of $2,500; a new individual communion service 
and new piano. 

Chapman—Parsonage improvements, $200. 

Effingham—lInstalled electric lights. 

Emporia—New furnace, interior on church redecorated. 
$500. 

Eureka— Two new pulpit chairs. 

Excelsior—Piano purchased at cost of $200. 

Greenleaf—One art window, $125; new carpet, offering plate, 
painting of the church. 

Hays—Installed new altar. polished brass altar cross and 
vases, with paraments in liturgical colors for altar and pulpit, 
— choir platform enlarged, church roof and gutters repaired. 

Hutchinson—New carpet, $80. 

Kansas City, Kan.—Paid final debt of $1,000. 

Kansas City, Mo.—Memorial church refrescoed, woodwork 
varnished and aisles carpeted. 

Peabody—Cement floor in basement, $100; final payment on 
parsonage, $600.

Campus—This congregation has been vacant all year, with 
occasional services by supplies. Rev. Shultz, of Bunker Hill, 
administered communion. The people are willing to have a 
pastor but cannot support one by themselves. The President 
of Synod visited Colby to get a disorganized Iowa Synod Luth- 
eran congregation to reorganize and unite with Oakley and 
Campus in one charge, but failed at Colby. The others were 
willing. 

Greenleaf and St. Paul’s—This charge, supplied by Mr. wii: 
liam Kling during the summer, is now ready to call a regular 
pastor. 

Norcatur-Long Island—This charge has been vacant all the 
year, with occasional supplies. A pastor was called and ac- 
cepted, but later he declined. The charge is looking for a 
pastor. 

Waterville—This charge was supplied during the summer 
by Mr. A. E. Kissell, of the Seminary. They are now ready to 
secure a pastor. Rev. John A. Bright, of Topeka, Kan. is sup- 
plying the charge at present. 

Whitewater—This congregation has been vacant most of 
the year, although spasmodic attempts have been made to get 
a pastor.

Our information is gleaned from the reports of 28 con- 
gregations. These congregations show a percentage of net 
gains as follows: Atchison. 9; Bendena. 1½; Chapman, 27; Em- 
poria, 7; Greenleaf, 12; Hays, 25; Kansas City, Kan., 3; Law- 
rence, 5; Norcatur, 40; New Cambria, 10; Ottawa, 8; St. Joe, 12; 
Sedalia, 15; Wichita, 20; Valley Falls, 18; Wilson-Excelsior, 41; 
Six pastors report “no gain,” another “a small loss.” | 

Church attendance is steadily growing. In a few places it is 
stationary, but in no place has it diminished. The children and 
youth, however, do not attend public worship as they ought. 
Our pastors attribute this almost wholly to parental neglect. 
Among methods employed to secure such attendance we find 
special programs, co-operation of Sunday School teachers who 
sit with their classeg, children’s chorus, personal solicitation. 
Morning services are better attended, although evening services 
reach a larger number of non-professors. Methods of reaching 
this latter class vary, but pastors commonly rely on preaching, 
pastoral visitation, card invitation, etc. Two report the use of 
adult catechetical classes and societies of the church for this 
purpose. Only one-third of our pastors have adult catechetical 
classes. Their reports are noticeably more satisfactory than 
the others. Surely there must be here some relation between 
cause and effect. Lent is generally observed, only four pastors 
neglecting it the last year. The observance of this holy season 
has resulted in a renewed interest, increased attendance and en- 
larged membership. Without the observance of this season, as 
a rule, according to the reports, there has been no special relig- 
ious awakening. 

Most pastors have the loyal co-operation of their congrega- 
tions. They are generally faithful in preaching the Word, visita- 
tion and the catechization of the young. They usually bring 
the recommendations of the Synod to the attention of their 
people, although congregational action is not always secured. 

© young people of the various societies are loyal to the 
church service, but seem to attend the morning rather than the 
evening service. One new volunteer for the ministry is reported. 
Lutheran literature is increasingly read in our families, but 
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Lutheran Church Work and Observer is far below the circula- 
tion it deserves. 

One-third of the churches reporting have no mid-week 
prayer service. The attendance is small but growing. The 
young people’s societies are prosperous and report good attend- 
ance. 

Parents are faithful in presenting children for baptism, but 
family worship and religious instruction in the home are for the 
most part neglected. 

Our churches, as a rule, have adopted the weekly method of 
giving. The bi-pocket or duplex envelope is growing in favor. 
Some pastors depend wholly upon the quarterly communion 
seasons. Systematic instruction and explanation of the various 
benevolence paid in full. There are many prosperous missionary 
organizations to assist in this great work. 

Pastors receive their pay promptly, only three reporting to 
the contrary. One pastor had his salary increased. Our con- 
gregations are prosperous and depend upon free will offerings 
rather than upon fairs, festivals, dinners, and the like. The 
officers attend the services regularly and are faithful and dili- 


gent in the discharge of their duty. 
Recommendations.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF TABITHA HOME. 


The past year was, in spite of the hard times and high cost 
of living, one of blessing through the gracious help of the Lord. 
To Him be the praise. | 

The number of those who have been cared for during the 
past synodical year was eighty-seven. Aged and invalids, 46; 
children, 41. At the present time there are 28 children and 36 
aged in the Home. Four of our aged are helpless, others par- 


tially so, one blind and one deaf mute. Fourteen have passed 


the four-score year mark. | 

Five of our aged were called to their reward during the year. 
Although there was more sickness than we have ever had among 
our children yet there was not a death. Since November 20, 
1906, when Tabitha Home was taken over by our churches there 
has not been a death to record from the Orphanage Depart- 
ment, 

The receipts for the fiscal year of the institution from April 
1, 1915-March 31, 1916, were $19,433.35. Disbursements for the 
same period, $19,175.30. About one-third of the receipts was 
from the aged and orphanage departments paid as entrance 
fee, or for board and care for some aged and children. 

The old debt reduced $1,400, the interest paid, and many 
improvements and repairs, the most expensive one of which 


was the new sewerage system, which all were sanctioned by 


the General Board, were paid for. About $18,000 would cancel 
all our indebtedness and Tabitha would be entirely free. 

We are glad to announce that the Board of Directors of 
Wyuka Cemetery have donated two lots of 16 graves apiece, 
and that Randolph street has been paved from the city to the 
Home, both of which are a great help to Tabitha. 

As there are many repairs to be made again, first of all a 
new roof, interest, insurance, and large coal bills to be paid, 
we need $1,250 per month for the winter. The wages for the 14 
employees, the Superintendent included, amount to $478 per 
month. During the summer months the wages are about $30 
less per month. On account of much sickness among the old 
people we must have more help during the winter, Then for 
groceries, meat, flour, potatoes, eggs, butter, etc.; $325, or 16% 
cents per day for each of the 85 persons in the building. 

So we will close our report in the usual manner, praying 
that in the new synodical year, Tabitha, which is an institu- 
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tion of mercy in the fullest sense of the word, will not be for- 
gotten in prayers and gifts by those who do the Lord's work, 
in the measure of Christian love and stewardship with which 
He has entrusted them. 

If our pastors would kindly remind their congregation that 
Tabitha is celebrating the tenth anniversary of her being taken 
into shelter by the church, and thankfully appreciate every and 
any gift given her as an expression of appreciation of what she 
has been to and done for the needy of the church during the 
past ten years, it would certainly bear blessed results. Novem- 
ber 20, 1916, would be a day of Thanksgiving to Tabitha and to 
all who love her for her blessed work.

ORPHANAGE. 


With thanksgiving to God for his merciful care we gladly 
report that the health of our 18 boys and 15 girls is and has been 
good. In our own school, under our own teacher, they have 
been instructed in religion and morals as well as in the branches 
taught in the public schools. The school work of our children 
is quite satisfactory. 

The need of a superintendent has been met in the person 
of Rev. J. A. McCulloch; we believe he is the right man in the 
right place. 

Increased cost of living has increased the expenses of the 
Home, while the income has decreased. Last year Kansas 
Synod gave $210. This year $125. The debt on the house re- 
mains unpaid. Few, if any, additional children can be cared for 
unless the receipts are largely augmented. This work of mercy 
and help must not be overlooked by our pastors nor neglected 
by our people. These are own church children and the respon- 
sibility for their Christian nurture cannot be lightly laid aside.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL 
WORK OF THE KANSAS SYNOD. 


We have endeavored to carry forward the work according 
to the plans made last year, and to receive nthly reports 
from the schools of the Synod, arranging them for publication 
in the Kansas Synod Lutheran. This work has not been in 
every respect a success, and for several reasons. There has not 
been sufficient uniformity in the effort to get reports and then 
the responses have not in every case been satisfactory. We 
feel that the work of this department should be done more 
systematically and that there should be a fuller co-operation on 
the part of our workers. ) | 

We have advocated, through the synodical paper, different 
important features of Sunday School work, have published the 
General Synod’s standard for Sunday Schools, and have tried to 
interest the workers in measuring up to that standard. The 
New Cambria School organized a teacher’s training class during 
the year and now claims to be a standard school. Chapman or- 
ganized, during the year, a home department and a teacher's 
training class, but still lacks several points. No doubt a num- 
ber of our larger schools have long since meagured up to the 
standard, but our present information does not justify us in 
trying to name them. Two new churches were organized. One 
at Wilson in Grace Church, and a second at Mt. Washington, 
Kansas City, Mo. Most of our schools 2 a healthy growth 
and we know of none that has been dropped or disorganized. 

- Your committee planned to make a full statistical report 

which would gather the important facts and place them con- 

veniently in a special table, but the reports from the schools 

were not sufficiently. complete so as to make this report so as 
value. 
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We have gathered information about our schools in the way 
of addresses of officers which will be helpful to the committee 
that is to have charge of this work next year, and will be glad to 

it on. 

It should be noted that a number of our schools are using 
graded lesson helps and Emporia reports using the excellent 
system published by the General Council. Our excellent Sunday 
School paper for the young people is also generally used. 

We feel that the Synod should decide at this time whether 


it desires to continue the present plan of monthly published 


report, and we therefore recommend: 

(1) That the present system of reporting by card each 
month be continued, and that we seek to secure co-operation on 
the part of all our schools, so that it may be of more interest 
and value in stimulating interest in the work. 

(2) That a full statistical report be prepared by the com- 
mittee and published in our minutes next year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENDOWMENT OF 
MIDLAND COLLEGE. 


We, your committee on endowment of Midland College, 
submit the following report: The sum of $36,000 has been sub- 
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scribed to the Improvement and Endowment Fund of Midland 
College to this date, and of this amount the sum of $10,000 has 
been paid. The Synod of Kansas has subscribed a little more 
than $10,000, leaving about $10,000 to be raised yet in order to 
meet the goal which the Synod has set for itself, namely: 
$20,000. 

The following churches have not been canvassed: The 
First Church, Kansas City; Children’s Memorial; Kansas City; 
Eureka, First Church, Oklahoma. City, Tulsa, Ottawa, Garnett, 
Whitewater, Valley Falls, Campus, Norcator, Salina, Effingham, 
Minneapolis and Beloit, Kansas. 

Some of the churches which have been canvassed have 
given only a small part of what they ought to give, and should 
be canvassed again. About $5 per communicant member is 
needed to make up the required amount of $20,000, and this 
campaign should not cease until every cent of that amount has 
been paid. 

It is too much to expect the President of the College to do 
all this work alone. The responsibility for raising this money 
properly belongs to the churches, and our congregations will 
do well to recognize and accept the responsibility. As it is 
now, some of them take little interest in the matter, and regard 
the canvasser as an unwelcome visitor. Even if he gets but 
little it matters not to them. But if the pastor and Church 
Council will assume this obligation, as they should do, and set 
about the raising of this money themselves, their whole atti- 
tude toward this project will likely be changed. They may 
desire to invite the President of the College, as would be emi- 
nently proper, or others whom they may wish to assist them 
in raising their share. It is done in this way in other denomina- 
tions. The responsibility being put in the local congregation 
and the college authorities assisting upon invitation, and it has 
proven successful. We would, therefore, recommend that each 
congregation within the bounds of this Synod be asked to raise 
at least the equivalent of five dollars per communicant member 
for Midland College within the next five years. Those that 
have already made subscriptions ‘counting them toward their 
Proportion. 

We would earnestly recommend that a determined effort be 
made to complete the canvass of all the churches of the Synod 
for the Endowment Fund before the next meeting of Synod. 
That would be a substantial and fitting part of a proper cele- 
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bration of the Four Hundredth Anniversary of the Reforma- 


tion.

Mr. President: 


Dr. M. F. Troxell was elected at the last meeting of the 
Kansas Synod as Editor and Business Manager of the Kansas 
Synod Lutheran and Rev. L. A. Harshman as assistant. - In 
February Dr. Troxell, resigning the pastorate at Topeka, also 
resigned as Editor and Business Manager of the Synodical 
paper.

We have tried to do our duties in the offices to which you 
have elected us, and have tried also to maintain the high 
standard for the paper which our late Brother Garvic inaugurated 
in the beginning. Many indications have come to us, not only 
from pastors, but from laymen, that the paper has filled a long 
felt want, and we have even received a communication from one 
who is not a church member who enclosed a dollar to help in 
the furthering of this useful publication. 

If it is the census of opinion of this Synod that this paper 
should continue during the next year we make the recommenda- 
tion that the same apportionment and general plan of the past 
year be adopted, but with this addition that more promptness 
be exerted in getting the copy in and having the paper come 
from the press on time.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF MIDLAND COLLEGE. 


Your representatives of the Board of Trustees of Midland 
College would submit the following report: 

As we look over the past four years of the college and its 
work, we find that there has been much improvement along 
many lines. In 1912 there were 52 students of college grade at 
Midland and 33 in the academic department. Now there are 
100 of college grade, with the same number as before in the 
academy. The building up of a strong collegiate department is

of prime importance for the success of our institution. During 
the past year two more departments have been added. That 
of Biology and Education. A new biological laboratory has 
been provided with suitable apparatus and an instructor from 
the University of Pennsylvania has been secured. 

The chief material progress is to be seen in the new gym- 
nasium which has been erected, including a complete heating 
plant at a cost of $36,000. It compares favorably with the best 
college gymnasiums of the State and is as good as any gym- 
nasium connected with any Lutheran college in the United 
States. This has been one of the drawing cards in securing stu- 
dents for the college.

the city of Atchison for Improvement and Endowment Fund, 
at which time cash and pledges were secured amounting in 
round numbers to $17,000; from the Kansas Synod, $10,000 in 
like manner; $6,640 from the Nebraska Synod; $1,250 from the 
Rocky Mountain Synod; from special individuals, $1,965. 
Total, $36,815. 

Our courses have been re-arranged so as to prepare directly 
for the professions and shorten the time required for degrees. 
There is now offered: pre-engineering, pre-legal, pre-medical 
and pre-theological courses of either two or four years. 

Among our chief needs for Midland are more students and 


endowments. It is a sad fact that the student body is smaller 


than it should be when we consider the territory from which we 
have to draw. The keeping of Midland before our young people 
of college age lies chiefly with the pastors. Your representa- 
tives would recommend that the pastors use more vigorous ef- 
forts to keep the interests of Midland College as a good place to 
educate young people before the parents and young people of 
the congregation. Midland College will not come into her own 
until a larger endowment has been secured. There is a keen 
competition between educational institutions the same as other 
lines of business, and we cannot compete unless we have the 
necessary funds. 

This Synod has pledged itself and recommended the raising 
of an Improvement and Endowment Fund of $20,000; half of 


this has been secured. If we are to be successful in securing the 


remainder it will be absolutely necessary that the churches that 
have not yet made pledges should do so, and that the pastors 
and church councils should be responsible for the raising of 
their proportionate amounts. The President of the college is 
ready to respond to any call for assistance in the securing of 
these pledges. We recommend that the pastors and church 
councils keep the Improvement and Endowment Fund matter 
before their men and women of means, and persuade, if possible, 
those who have been blessed with large material benefits to 
remember our college and seminary in their wills. 

There have been a number of improvements made at the 
seminary building during the past year. It has been repainted 
and improved. A building that stood on the grounds has been 
Prepared and equipped for a Seminary building. A new heating 
plant has been installed which will heat both the library and 
Ingall’s Hall. The cost of repairs and improvements has been 
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about $1,500. For the improvement of the library building, Dr. 
J. F. Krueger has raised the largest part, and your representa- 
tives would recommend that the seminary maintenance be con- 
tinued by the Synod. |

We recommend that our pastors encourage and co-operate 
with their people in placing in their local public or Sunday 
School libraries, Lutheran Church papers and Lutheran books 
dealing with the history of the Reformation and the work of the 
Reformers, among whom Luther was the leader. 

We recommend that our pastors and people make a sys- 
tematic and persistent effort to place a Lutheran church paper 
in every home of our Church, believing that a Lutheran Church 
paper is the most inexpensive and efficient medium for the dis- 
Semination of information about the Great Reformation, and 
current events in our churches. | 

Believing that good fruit is the strongest justification of the 

tion, we urge all our people to give liberal financial sup- 
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port to the work of our Church in the coming Jubilee Year. Ip 
this conviction we would suggest that the completion of a suc- 
cessful canvass for the balance of the $20,000.00 endowment

Letters were sent out by the publishers of the paper to 
many of the congregations presenting the needs, importance and 
claims of the paper to its owners, the Church. Some of the 
pastors have used these with good effect. 

Your Committee has not been able to prosecute a vigorous 
campaign for the increase of the number of subscribers because 
of the expense which would be incurred for printing and cor- 
respondence. | 

We would urge upon every pastor the necessity of making 
a diligent, continuous effort among their people to increase the 
number of subscribers during the coming year, and that the 
Synod make some special financial provision for the committee 
in the prosecution of a vigorous campaign for our official Church 
paper during the year. 

The Church is the owner of this piece of property and it is 
one of the most valuable assets she has. As an educational 
factor it should have a, place alongside of our colleges and 
schools in our thought, care and interest. Every pastor needs 
the paper in his work and the paper needs the hearty support of 
every pastor and congregation of our Synod.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL 
EDUCATION. 
Mr. President: | 

Your nnen on Ministerial Education would report as 
follows: 

Of the young men aided by Kansas Synod during the past 
year, Mr. Martin Schroeder graduated at Midland College in 
June. He has completed all of the theological course except 
the work in Dogmaties. He has accepted a call to the Barada 
charge near Falls City, Nebraska, and while prosecuting his 
pastoral work continues his studies, returning every two weeks 
to the Seminary for examination. He will graduate from the 
Seminary next June. He applies for relicensure at this con- 
vention. 

Mr. Albin Heins graduated from Western Seminary in 
June, and has accepted a call to the German-English Church at 
Salem, S. D. He applies for ordination at this convention. 
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Mr, Alexander Beyer graduated from Midland College last 
June. He pursued a course in methods of teaching German 
at the University of Nebraska during the summer. In connec- 
tion with his theological studies this year he is serving as in- 
structor in German in Midland College. 

Mr. Alexander Eckert continued his studies in the summer 
school of Midland College and earned seven credits, entering 
sophomore class at this year’s opening. He has lately volun- 
teered for the foreign field. | 


Mr. Karl Friedemann is now a sophomore in Midland 


In accordance with the action of last Synod your committee 


received for aid, Mr. Frederick Nolte from the English Synod 


of Nebraska. He received $60 during the second semester. Mr. 
Nolte has united with St. Marks Church, Atchison. He is a 
senior in Seminary, and applies for licensure at this convention. 

The following new students have applied for aid this year: 

Mr. George E. Mortensen, a member of St. Marks Church, 
Atchison, has entered upon special studies in Midland College 
and is pursuing a practical course in the Seminary. 

Mr. Alfred Urban has taken a year and a half in the German 
Seminary of the General Synod at Lincoln, Nebraska. He de- 
sires to prepare for German-English work in the ministry, and 
is pursuing work in Midland College and the Western Seminary. 

These three young men have shown themselves diligent and 
self-sacrificing, and are heartily recommended by the Seminary 
faculty to your committee. 

Aftet personal interviews with the students and inquiry of 
the faculties of College and Seminary, your committee would 
recommend that $125 each be appropriated as aid to the fol- 


Messrs. Eckert, Friedemann, Nolte, Mortensen, Ekrich, and 
Urban. This will require $750 for the year. 
Tout committee received during the past year $564, and 
closes the year with a balance of $52.40 in the treasury. To 
meet our obligations we must not receive less than $700 this 
year. To this end we recommend that the apportionment for 
Ministerial Education be 20 cents per member, and that all our 
congregations make diligent effort to raise the full amount. 

The committee calls attention to the fact that the supply 
of men for the ministry in our territory is woefully inadequate. 
and that the amount of aid we extend to our students is entirely 
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insufficient to relieve them of embarrassment during their work. 
They are obliged to find ways of earning the major part of their 
expense, and this often handicaps them in their studies because 


of the time consumed. We must provide more liberal aid in 


these days of increasing expenses, or the cause of Ministerial 
Education will suffer. 

In accordance with an appeal sent out by the General 
Synod’s Committee on Ministerial Education, your committee 
would recommend: 

1, That the pastors and congregations of Kansas Synod 
observe the Day of Prayer for Colleges in February next, and 
that the subject of more candidates for the ministry be included 
in the themes and prayers of that day's services. | 

2. That we, as pastors, be on the alert and watchful to find 
capable and consecrated boys in our Sunday Schools and Cate- 
chetical Classes, and lay upon their hearts and upon the hearts 
of their parents the great call for men for the ministry. 

3. That Synod now and here devote fifteen minutes to spe- 
cial prayer of the Lord of the harvest that He would thrust 
forth laborers into His harvest. 

4. That pastors secure copies of the tracts furnished by 
the Board of Education on the subject of Ministerial Education 
and circulate them judiciously among our people.

REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE. 


iy a Tue Missionary Committee begs herewith to submit its 
met first report, covering the Synodical Year, 1915-16. Immediately 
after the convention of Synod your Committee met in Topeka 
on the 3rd of November, when we planned ways and means to 
place a Missionary Superintendent in the field. A call was 
unanimously extended to Rev. H. A. Ott, of Columbia City, Ind. 
| to become Missionary Superintendent. At the same time an 
1 application was made to the Board of Home Missions and 
f Church Extension asking aid for the support of the same in 

the sum of $500, the Synod raising the balance. Dr. Ott ac- 


cepted the call, taking charge of the work January 1, 1916. 

1 The first work undertaken by the Committee had been ar- 
N ranged by the last convention of Synod, namely, a completion 
; of the Wilson-Excelsior charge by organizing a church at 


Wilson. The canvass was made by the pastor, Rev. C. G. Stacy 
and the Missionary Superintendent during the second week in 


| January and continued through three Sundays. Much of the 
1 weather was below zero, with only trifling attendance on our 

: . preaching services. On the 23d of January we organized Grace 


Lutheran Church of Wilson with 16 signatory charter members. 
A constitution was adopted and an Elder and Deacon were 
elected, who for the present are the Trustees. The Synod has 
. | already taken action recommending this as a mission, with aid 

4 to be given in the sum of $250. The mission was so constituted, 
dating the salary of the missionary from January 1. This begin- 
ning was weak, both numerically and financially, but in hopes 
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that the number could be augmented during the coming Lenten 
season, we decided to effect the organization. At present the 
congregation meets in the Bohemian Baptist-Church. As no 
additional members have been received, and one family has 
removed, the outlook at present is somewhat uncertain. While 
the Excelsior congregation has helped the Wilson work, quite a 
number of Excelsior people, who had removed to Wilson, have 
not at all encouraged the enterprise. The work so far can 
scarcely be called a success. We shall hope for better results 
in the future. F 

On the 3d of October, last year, there was organized in 
the home of Mrs. Henry Burre, Mt. Washington, Mo., (Fair- 
mount Park) a Lutheran Sunday School, the enterprise originat- 
ing in some families from the Memorial Church of Kansas City, 
who had moved there. The district is near the Sugar Creek 
Standard Oil Refinery and has over 1,000 population. Here 
there is only a Catholic church and no protestant church within 
a radius of three-quarters of a mile of this mission. This school 
grew till it was impossible to grow any more, owing to its being 
located in a private home. The Committee decided to enter this 
field and its superintendent spent a month going over the dis- 
trict, making a house-to-house canvass. Although there was 
not much definite Lutheran material in this district, the activity 
of our people there made up for that. The school at the time 
this canvass was made had an enrollment of over seventy. The 
McElroy estate offered to donate a fine corner lot worth $525 
to any church that would organize and build. To hold this lot 
it was imperative to organize. Accordingly, on Palm Sunday, 
April 16, the “Fairmount Evengelical Lutheran Church” was 
organized, With fourteen charter members, a_ constitution 
adopted, and officers elected, and on the following Sunday, 
Easter, the Holy Communion was administered by the Superin- 
tendent to a very happy people. Other members have been 
added since. The presence of a regular pastor would doubtless 
win many more. Preaching services have been held in the after- 
noons by Rev. R. R. Weissmiller and Dr. Shrader. 

Shortly after the organization the church people secured a 
tentative deed for the lot, having five years in which to place a 
permanent building on the same. On July 4, with the help of a 


dand of men who volunteered their services, a temporary build- 


ing, 24x30 feet, was erected. This they began to use at once. 
The cost, with an estimate of what will be necessary to make it 
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comfortable for the winter, amounted to $500. The little band 
had raised nearly $200 of this. On September 10 a dedication 
service was held, led by Rev. Ralph Weissmiller, with a sermon 
preached by Dr. A. B. Shrader and the dedication sermon in the 
evening by the Missionary Superintendent, who also conducted 
the appeal for money. The $500 needed was pledged at these 
services, and the building was set apart for sacred purposes. 
We have here a property worth, with the lot, $1,000, where a 
year ago we had nothing. We hope soon to be able to locate 
a pastor and enroll the congregation as one of our missions. 

A request for a church at Ft. Scott having been brought to 
us, the Superintendent was sent there to investigate the outlook. 
Two or three families were anxious for a church; however, 
owing to the scarcity of Lutheran material and the fact that the 
town is already over-churched, and the place actually smaller 
than it was 20 years ago, with quite a number of industries mov- 
ing away, it was not deemed wise to undertake a mission at 
that point. 

An inquiry from Muscogee for a church having come to the 
attention of the Missionary Superintendent, he visited that field 
while supplying our church at Tulsa on the 9th of October. 
There are not many Lutherans in the city. We found very little 
encouragement there, and as the city seems amply churched, the 
place did not appeal to us as a promising point. 

The Superintendent has occupied his time Sundays in sup- 
plying our vacant fields, and especially our missions, encourag- 
ing the churches in every way possible, instituting every mem- 
ber canvasses where needed, conducting special gospel services 
during the wetk in many places, assisting our pastors where 
help is -wanted, conducting membership campaigns, holding 
communion services, etc. In some of our vacant fields he has 
sent pastoral letters to aid them in raising their benevolence, 
mailing them to each member. 

At the approach of the Lenten season he sent out a care- 
fully prepared plan for conducting a Membership Campaign, 
urging our pastors to adopt it if they did not have anything 
better. The wisdom and good results of this are seen in the 
' large accessions this year at Palm Sunday and Easter, aggregat- 
ing fully 500 souls. At Norcatur our Missionary held a series 
of services, resulting in quite a number of substantial members, 
mostly adults. 


The Superintendent has traveled over ten thousand miles 
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during the nine months of his work, and this, with the expense 
of his correspondence, he has accomplished without calling on 
our Synodical treasury, gathering the same over the field. In 
addition to his services in giving sermons and addresses he has 
lectured in a number of places on the Holy Land, applying his 
offerings then on his expenses, so as to care for the same while 
on the wing. He makes the following report:

At the Annual Meeting of our Committee, May 31, 1916, 
Dr. H. L. Yarger, our General Superintendent, being with us, 
the following sums were recommended to the General Board 
for our respective missions for the year ending June 1, 1917: 

Chapman, $150; Effingham (continued as a mission point); 
Kansas City, Kansas, $400, a decrease of $50; Minneapolis, $300 
from the Board and $150 from the Synod; Oklahoma City, $300; 
Sedalia, $350; Tulsa, $500; Whitewater, $150; Wichita, $400 from 
the Board and $100 from the Synod; Wilson-Excelsior, $250; 
the Missionary Superintendent $500 from the Board and $1,000 
from the Synod. Fairmount Park was reported to the favorable 
attention of the General Board. 

Nearly all of our missions assure us that with the beginning 
of the coming fiscal year (June 1) they will reduce the amount 
of aid asked, although but one made such a reduction last June, 
namely, Trinity Church, Kansas City, Kansas. 

Wichita—St. Paul Church is gradually growing stronger 
and during the past six months it has added some very good 
working material to its forces, upwards of 20 per cent. The 
committee has granted its application for aid from the Synodical 
Home Mission Fund in the sum of $100 till June 1. Nearly all 
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its dedication subscriptions are paid and, heating plant will be 
installed this fall. 

Oklahoma City—This mission is rapidly gathering its forces 
and is looking forward toward self-support in the near future, 
especially since the completion of its beautiful and commodious 
house of worship. The church council assures us that next year 
they will ask $100 less from our Board, and hopes to decrease 
the same in a similar sum until they become self-sustaining. 
They have had 24 additions during the past year. They are 
planning to make a reduction of their debt at the rate of $2,000 
each year. Their plant is a monument to the wisdom and the 
energy of its pastor, Dr. N. H Royer, and his loyal people. 

Kansas City, Kansas—Our mission at this point has done 
some very good work during the past year. They have in- 
creased their communicant membership by the addition of 
twenty-two since the first of the year. A persistent campaign 
was inaugurated to cancel a long standing indebtedness of 
$1,000 and an annual interest. This was made possible because 
of the gcnerous subscription of $500 from one of the members. 
On the 15th of October they had a mortgage burning which 
finally cleared the church from all debt, including local bills and 
pastor's salary. Owing to their people being scattered over the 
‘city they have not held evening services during much of the past 
year. They have paid their apportionment in full. 

Chapman—We are pleased to note that this mission has a 
net gain in communicant membership to report this year. There 
is a fine spirit in the congregation, a good Sunday School, and 
the services are well attended. This mission reduced its request 
for aid last year, and hopes at the end of the coming year to 
again make a reduction and are looking forward to a date when 
they shall become self-supporting. They have canceled all in- 
debtedness to the Church Extension * and made improve- 
ments costing $250. 


Minneapolis—This mission has been without a pastor for 


_ four months, owing to the resignation of its pastor, Rev. C. W. 


Seville. However, during this period of vacancy it held many 
services and sustained its Sunday School. In September it re- 
called its pastor and on the ist of October Rev. Seville again 
‘assumed the pastorate. The General Board will continue giving 
them at the rate of $300 a year. The Missionary Committee 


recommend that this Synod assume $12.50 per month toward the 
support of the pastor. 
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Trinity of Sedalia, Mo., was granted an apportionment of 
$350.00 under the new administration. How much will be asked 
after the expiration of the present year depends wholly upon 
circumstances. Though the congregation has fallen back in 
payment of pastor’s salary, and failed to contribute the appor- 
tionment in full, more money has been raised than for a number 
of years prior. Repairs were made on the parsonage and church 


* aggregating an expenditure of about $400.00. Besides this $200.00 


was paid back on loan to the Board of Church Extension. 

Tulsa—Dr. C. R. Sifferd relinquished this mission on Octo- 
ber 1. The mission is in possession of a fine church building, 
well located, and in a city growing by leaps and bounds, This 
is one of the most promising fields in Kansas Synod for an ag- 
gressive pastor and certainly has a splendid future before it if 
it is wisely led and its forces properly conserved. With the 
coming of a pastor who can take care of their prospects as they 
view them, they promise to become self-sustaining in a few 
years. 

Whitewater—This mission is now ready to call a pastor. 
They have been discouraged because their last pastor left them 
so soon after he had taken charge and after they had fitted up 
the parsonage for him. They are now in correspondence with 
aman whom they hope to be able to call. They ask $50 this 
year from the Synodical Home Mission Fund. We recommend 
that it be given them. ; 

Efingham—This mission has been without a pastor so long 
a time and has suffered from supplies which could only give 
them a fraction of the time they need of a pastor, that they are 
in a most deplorable condition. In the judgment of your com- 
mittee the only hope for them is again to be united with some 
other churches in a pastoral charge and the calling of a pastor 
on the field. While the Missionary Superintendent was with 
them on October 15 the congregation voted to ask this Synod 
to unite them with St. Johns of Lancaster and St. Pauls in the 
country near Lancaster, as a pastoral charge. As St. Pauls is a 
German church and belonging to the German Synod of 
Nebraska, we recommend that our Missionary Superintendent 
take up the matter of effecting such a union with the St. Johns 
church and the German Synod of Nebraska, if possible, to effect 
such a charge and call a pastor. St. Johns and St. Pauls churches 
have been supplied by Rev. Carl Kreuger of Midland College. 

Garnett—This church has been without a pastor for a num- 
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ber of years, although it was supplied occasionally. They have 
dwindled down to a mere handful. At a recent visit of the mis- 
sion by the Missionary Superintendent, it was indicated that 
they were about evenly divided in the advisability of disbanding. 
On the 15th of October the Church Council decided to disband 
and by a vote turned their property over to the Board of Church 
Extension, and notified our committee accordingly. 

Wilson-Excelsior—This mission is yet in the experimental 
stage. The Excelsior Church has its old time vitality, interest 
and loyalty. 

It remains to establish the newly organized town church 
more definitely. This we to effect when some different 
adjustments are made. “| 

Mt. Washington—The pluck, energy and faith of the good 
people of this mission provokes our admiration. They now have 
quarters comfortable for the present. The Missionary Superin- 
tendent has arranged to spend several weeks following this 
convention of Synod, conducting a series of services and a mem- 
bership campaign, for the increase of its membership. Soon 
after that they hope to locate a pastor on the field. Its informal 
application has already been enacted upon, and its wants re- 
ferred to favorable consideration of the General Board. 


- 


Recommendations. 


1. That the Missionary Committee together with President 
of Synod be given advisory oversight of our vacant congrega- 
tions, and that the annual appointment of a committee on 
vacancies be discontinued. 7 

2. That for the sake of economy and efficiency the Mis- 
sionary Committee be more centrally located and be composed 

of five members. 


3. That in the judgment of this Synod it is not in the best 


interests of the Church, Midland College, and the Western 
Theological Seminary for our professors to act as permanent 
supplies in congregations and charges which can be formed and 
are able to support pastors; and that we hereby instruct our 
representatives on the Board of Trustees of Midland College 
to ask said Board to formulate a rule covering this point, so 
that in the future, all names from both the faculty and the stu- 
dent body acting as, or proposed as permanent supplies for our 
churches shall first be presented to the President of Synod for 
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his endorsement and consent before they are recommended to 
the vacant pastorates. 

4. Since, in our judgment, the best interest of the Bendena 
Church itself, the Synod, and the institutions at Atchison will 
be conserved by Bendena calling a permanent pastor, and since 
Bendena is abundantly able financially to do so, we recommend 
that this congregation call a resident pastor at the earliest 

date. 

5. That Greenleaf dnd St. Pauls, most of Greenleaf and 
Barnes, be constituted a charge, and that the Missionary Super- 
intendent be directed to go to Barnes and spend several weeks 
on the ground, aiming to unite the two Lutheran churches in 
that place, consolidating their properties. 

6. That the effort of the Effingham Church to be united 
with the Lancaster charge be encouraged and that the officers 
of Synod make an effort to effect such a union of churches and 
to locate a pastor on the field. | 

7. That there be provided in the Synodical Home Mission 
Fuad sufficient to give $50 to Whitewater, $100 to Witchita, and 
$150 to Minneapolis, for the next Synodical Year, however, with 
the understanding that the monthly payments from the above 
funds be continued till June 1 next, and that after that date the 
distribution be subject to the 1917-18 budget. 

. That $100 be recommended to the Home Mission and 
Church Extension Board for Norcatur. 

9. That inasmuch as the Church Council of Garnett had no 
power to convey their property, our Missionary Superintendent 
again visited that field and aimed to rally the people, so that 
the work may be continued there, and if possible to arrange to 
have Rev. L. A. Harshman give them pastoral oversight until a 
permanent.pastor can be located there. 

10. That the New Cambria and Salina pastors be requested 
to visit St. Pauls Church in Salina County and minister to the 
Lutherans in that community. 

11. That same apportionment be continued as last for the 


support of the Missionary Superintendent.

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE TO THE ADVISORY

Your representative to Advisory Council of the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension would report that the 
Council held a session in York, Pennsylvania, January 20 and 21 
of this year. Twenty-one Synods were represented. Thirty 
representatives were present from the Synods and the Board 
together with a large number of visitors.

marks gave the key words of the purpose of the meeting of the 
Council as follows: Inspiration, co-operation and mutual help- 
fulness.

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REPORT OF MAGAZINE SECRETARY. 


Mrs. President and Fellow Workers: 


I wish to preface my report with the statement that when 
appointed to this office I was-new to the work of the mission- 
ary society. I was entirely ignorant of the duties of the office 
and consequently was at a loss to know how to go about the 
task imposed upon me. I am fully conscious the results are not 
all that they should be. 
| The following is a brief summary of my year’s work: 
After waiting for some months for reports from the socie- 
ties and receiving but one, I addressed a card to the secretary 
of each society about the first of July, asking for reports. | 
received sixteen replies, giving the number of magazines taken 
as follows: Abilene, 42; Atchison, 18; Bendena, 30; Emporia, 30; 
Kansas City, Kansas, 8; Kansas City, Mo., First Church, 17; 
Moray, 7; Norcatur, 6; Ottawa, 13; Waterville, 18; Hebron, 12; 
Hutchinson, 17; Whitewater, 12; Topeka, 28; Salina, 22; Eu- 
reka, 8; Wellington, 7. A loss of 22 over last year as reported 
at last convention. Eight societies not reporting. 

Again October ist I sent a communication to the secretary 

of each society, urging an immediate canvass of their respec- 
tive societies for new subscribers, in connection with the chart 
contest, which I will explain later. I also prepared copy for 
an article along same lines for the Kansas Synod Lutheran, 
which, for some reason, did not appear. From this last effort | 
have replies as follows: Hebron, 2 new subscribers, 14 in all, 
every woman in the church but one subscribing; Ottawa, 2 
new, 15 in all; Atchison, 14 new, 32 in all. I will try to get 
more. 
In closing this report I would like to say that we have 
sometimes been discouraged by the lack of co-operation on 
the part of the officers of many of the societies. I feel, with 
a hearty co-operation on the part of all the societies, splendid

REPORT OF MISSION STUDY. 


Mission study in our Kansas Synod made a beginning last 
year and 1 trust the coming Synodical year may witness a 
wholesome growth in this most helpful and beneficial branch 
of our work. 

If “Knowledge is power” and we know it is, our mission 
study should be given a place in every auxiliary, every Young 
People’s Society and in every church not having such organi- 
zations. | 

Before last Lentin season I sent out letters to all the 
auxiliaries, Young People’s Societies and to churches having no 
missionary societies, suggesting a systematic study during lent 
of “The King’s Highway” or of some other text-book. 

Only nine replies were received to the thirty or more let- 
ters—two announcing the organization of classes and seven 
expressing interest in and approval of the plan, but pleading 
inability to carry it out. 

May I suggest here that the efforts of our officers and de- 
partment secretaries are without satisfactory results if the 
good women will not even answer the letters from these chosen 
officials. Let me urge to reply promptly to these messages 
and if their plans cannot be carried out in your society, acknowl- 
edge their letters with a word of sympathy and help. 

A few more letters like one received from Atchison recently 
would fill our hearts with rejoicing. Four classes are to be 
organized. The writer stated that in her canvass she had not 


received a single no. Ask the Atchison delegate to tell you the 


story of the remarkable campaign for mission study. 

If you approve the plan, won't you begin a similar crasadé 
when you reach home? 

The course of study for the mission study classes is op- 
tional, however, in anticipation that suggestions may be 
desired. I recommend the study of our text-book “A Short 
History of Lutheran Missions,” in connection with “Our India 
Story,” supplemented by maps and pictures. .

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PRESIDENT'S REPORT 


My Dear Yoke-Fellows in the Gospel and Brethren of the Laity: 
Another year of service for Christ and the church has passed into 

history, and as the year closes we come face to face with the fact 

that this has been an unusually eventful year, both as a synod and 


as a church, and in it all we are led to recognize more keenly -- 


than ever the providence and goodness of God First we dare not 
be unmindful of the fact that we have come to the FIFTIETH AN. 
NIVERSARY in the history of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
Kansas. Fifty years of synodical history—years of struggle amid the 
environments of her early days, of development and growth amid the 
prosperity in the educational, civil and relig.ous life of the Great State 
of Kansas in her later years, is a matter of special interest to the mem 
bership of this synod, and affords us no small occasion for devout grat- 
itude to God. 

A second event for which we need to be devoutly grateful to God 
is the conservation of energy. influence and service for Christ and His 
church in the proposed union of the several great bodies of the Luthera1 
church. Already three of the Norwegian Synods, with a communicant 
membership of three hundred thousand bave taken the jnitiative ‘a 
the uniting of the forces of our church. At the late meeting of our 
General Synod the proposition to merge the General Synod, the Gen- 
eral Council, and the United Synod of the South, into one great body 


,with a membership of over nine hundred thousand met with enthusias- | 


tie favor. At the proper time this important matter will come before 
you for the consideration and endorsement of this Synod. 

And then last but by no means the least is the Quadricentennial 
Anniversary of the Reformation of tie sixteenth century. This is a 
matter of intense interest not alone to the Lutheran church, but to the 
whole protestant world. Four centuries of struggle—of trial of faith 
and Ute have been fraught with signal success in an unprecedented 
growth numerically and in spiritual life. Hence with a deep sense of 
gratitade to God we bave suggested to our Program Committee a 
suitable recognition of this significant event in the program of this 
meeting of synod. With a keen sense of God's infinite goodness to us, 
and of His abiding presence with us during all these years of struggle, 
we have occasion to come before God in this assembly with a profourd. 
er sense of gratitude to Him tban ever before in our history. “Praise 
God from whom all blessings flow.” 

During the synodical year which has now come to a close Cod bas 
blessed us with peace and harmony. Prosperity in Zion has been, with 
but few exceptions, the common lot of our cuurches. And as we en 
ter upon our deliberations, reviewing the reports for the year closing, 
and planning for the year before us, let us lay hold upon God for the 
future with a yet firmer faith to His praise and glory. e following 
is an account of my official acts during the synodical year:

INSTALLATIONS 


Dec. 17, 1916, Rev. W. D. Ziegler was installed as pastor of the Lu- 
theran pastorate of Abilene, your president delivering the charge to the 
pastor at the morning service, and Rev. C. W. Maggart, D. D., that to 
the congregation in the evening, after which your president attended to 
the liturgical service of installation. 

January 7, 1917, your president attended to the installation of Rev. 
J. B. Guiney, pastor of our church at Whitewater, delivering the charge 
to both pastor and people at the morning service and preaching a ser- 
mon to the general congregation in the evening. 

April 1, 1917, Rev. C. 8. Fowell was installed as pastor of our 
church at Waterville, Rev. R. B. Peery, Ph. D., D. D., president of Mid- 
land College, delivering the charge to the pastor and Rev. I. B. Heisev 
that to the congregation in the evening and both joining in the formal. 
service of installation after the evening service. 

September 16, 1917, your president with the assistance of Rev. G. 
G. Clark, D. D., installed Rev. C. Wilbur Nelson, pastor of the Zion 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of Hutchinson, the former delivering tho 
charge to the pastor and the latter that to the congregation, both join- 
ing in the liturgical service of installation. 


DEDICATION 


The St. John’s Evangelical Lutheran Church of Salina, Kansas, was 
dedicated on Sunday, May 13, 1917. The dedicatory sermon was 
-preacbed by the Rev. Charles G. Heckert, D. D., president of Witten- 
berg College of Springfield, Ohio. The visiting and assisting pastors 
were, Rev. A. B. Kirtland of Salina, Rev. Simon Peter Long. 
D. D., Mansfield, Ohio; Rev. H. A. Ott, D. D., of Topeka, the Mission- 
ary Superintendent of the Kansas Synod; Rev. G. G. Clark, of Wichita; 
Rev. B. F. Pugh of Ottawa; Rev. C. F. Shultz of Bunker Hill; Rev. 
C. W. Seville of Minneapolis; and Rev. W. L. Scheding of Glasco. 

The financial statement showed an investment of $18,070 for real 
estate and $46,170 for the building, furnishings, garage, grading and 
walks, making a total investment of $71,740. The unprovided indebted- 
ness was $9,243. Under the skilful direction of Dr. Heckert, the full 
amount was raised and the church was formally dedicated to the 
worsifip and service of God by the pastor, Rev. Benjamin R. Lantz, D. D

The beautiful new pipe organ was formally dedicated on Friday evening 
following the dedication of the church. 


The new St. John’s church is a handsome structure built of mingiod , 


shades of Fredonia rug-faced brick and trimmed with white Carthage 
stone. The architecture is of the perpendicular Gothic type, with cor- 
ner tower and five large bayed gables on the street sides, surmounted 
with circled cross. The vaulted ceiling of the main tower is spanne ! 
with ornamental panels, terminating in the symbolic figures of the four 
Evangelists. The sanctuary with its two side galleries has a seating 
capacity of five hundred. In the chancel are a beautiful altar with 
retable and reredos, a massive pulpit, angel lecturn, divided pipe organ, 
marble baptismal] font, and chairs. The large chancel] arch is relieved 
by seven symbols, the Bible, Heart, Dove, Open Hand, Lamb, Crown, 
and Anchor. The sanctuary is spanned with vaulted oak trusses. The 
Gothic tracery of the Catbedral pews corresponds with all the other 
carved furniture. The finish is in fumed oak. The floor is of pol- 
ished oak with carpeted aisles. 

A large drop partition separates the Sunday School room from the 
Sanctuary. This part of the structure provides assembly, department 
and class rooms. The ground floor with its large social, dining and rest 
rooms, kitchen, cloak and toilet rooms will take care of the modern com- 
munity needs and the social life of the church. The pastor's study is 
a well lighted room in the tower finished in silvery gray with outside 
entrance and provided with built-in book cases, open fire place and man- 
tel. All of the windows and inside doors and cupbodrds are of fine 
art glass. The large chancel window is “The Ascension,” the east 
windows are “The Nativity,” and “Christ Blessing Little Children,” while, 
the west windows represent “Christ in Gethsemane,” and “The Resur- 
rection.” In the large east window over the entrance is illustrated 
Christ's invitation, “Come unto me all ye that labor and are heavy 
laden and I will give you rest.” In the west gable is a fine study 
of “Christ Knocking at the Door.” The lighting fixtures are original 
and unique. Six large Gothic lanterns are susvended from the ceiling 
trusses. The east and west walls are beautified with Gothic brackets 
carrying triple candles. 

This is one of the most artistic, beautiful and churchly churches 
we have seen in the West, and much credit is due to the untiring et- 
forts of Rev. Dr. Lantz, the rastor, and the self-sacrificing people of 
the congregation for this handsome church. 


REORGANIZATION 


‘February 18, 1917, under the pastoral supervision of our Missionary 
Superintendent, Rev. H. A. Ott, D. D., the St. Paul's. or “Old Stone 
Church” of the New Cambria pastorate, was reorganized with fifty char- 
ter members. And after some faithful pastoral service and careful ex- 
ecutive management on the part of our Missionary Superintendent, the 
people were led to remove the old stone structure and begin the erection 
of a new church building at an estimated cost of about $3,500. Of this 
amount $2,815 has been secured in subscriptions and cash by Dr. O*t 
The work of this new structure is rapidly being pushed to completion 
and it is hoped to have it ready for dedication some time in November. 
This congregation, on the eve of being absorbed by another denomina- 
tion, when taken in charge by our Missionary Superintendent, now prom- 
ises to become one of our most promising rural congregations. 


VACANCIES 
In keeping with the recommendation of your president adopted by 


this synod at its last meeting, and the judgment of your Missionary 
Committee expressed in their report as adopted by synod, your present 
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president at the beginning of this synodical year urged all the vacan- 
cies ot the synod (excepting Valley Falls) supplied by members either 
of Midland College or our Western Theological Seminary to take steps 
toward calling regular settled pastors. Your president aiso corresponded 


with 


the persons supplying these vacancies calling their attention to 


the recommendation of synod. 
Norcatur, after a vacancy of nearly the entire synodical year, has 


their 


called Rev. M. H. Frank, Ph. D., of Lauraville, Md. He has accepted 


call and hopes to be in the field for service November 4, 1917. 


A personal visit to Bendena by your president, January 28, 1917, 
and a conference with Rev. Dr. J. F. Krueger and the Church Coun- 
cil brought us to a very satisfactory arrangement. They propose to 
build a new parsonage on the lot adjoining the church and when ready 
for occupancy to call a regular pastor. Until that time by mutual con- 


sent 


it was agreed that Rey. J. F. Krueger, Ph. D., shall continue their 


supply pastor. 

Valley Falls can not be connected with any other congregation at 
this time and as they are not able to support a regular settled pastor 
the present arrangement for supply seems wise and best. Our Mission- 
ary Superintendent will report on Wilson and Excelsior. Minneapolis 
became vacant September 7th by the resignation of Rev. C. W. Seville. 


They bave under consideration a pastor whom they will probably call 


in the very near future. 
Greenleaf, we are sorry to say, through its secretary, has not given 


your 


president the courtesy of a reply. Besides it has blocked the way 


in every effort to a persona! visit to the field. They are still without a 
pastor, but we hope now, with their hearty co-operation, to be able to 
secure for them a settled pastor in the very near future. ) 


APPOINTMENTS 


November 16, 1916, Rev. George S. Murphy, D. D., declined to serve 
on the Synodical Home Missionary Committee and as chairman of the 
committee on “Pastor's Fund and Ministerial Rellet. I therefore ap- 
pointed Rev. Carl G. Aue, D. D., to serve in his stead in the former 
committee, and Rey. A. B. Shrader, D. D., to change places with Dr. 
Murphy in the latter. F 

January 30, 1917, Rev. E. E. Stauffer, D. D., having resigned as 
& member of “The Advisory Council of Home Missions and Church Ex 
tension,” I appointed Rev. H. A. Ott, D. D., our Synodical Missionary 
Superintendent,, to serve in his stead. — 

August 24, 1917, Mr. A. D. Chiquoine, the General Synod's See- 
retary of the “Laymen’s Missionary Movement,” requested the appoint- 
ment of a committee of this synod to co-operate with the committee of 
the General Synod in this work. In answer to this request I appointed 
Brothers William M. Thistle, Louis T. Bang, and C. J. Erickson on thi» 
committee with the request that they give suitable recognition to this 
important work by giving some place in our program of this meeting

in behalf of this work. 
OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE 
As per the instructions of this synod at its last meeting. under date 


of November 22, 1916, I wrote Rev. Herman Psicbolz regarding his ab- 
sence from the sessions of this synod without excuse. But having re- 
ceived no satisfactory excuse as prescribed in our Constitution (See 
Contitution, Art. I, Sec. 9) he has been cited to appear before this 
meeting of synod to account for his unexcused absence.

vember 30. 1916. I wrote to the Rev. E. p. Olson, D. D., President ot

Under date of September 1, 1917, Rev. F. P. Manhart, D. D., the 
Secretary of the Genera! Synod, sent me a supply of the proposed Con- 
stitution for “The Merger of Lutheran Bodies,’ with the request that I 
present the matter of its adoption as a part of my report. The printed 
copies are here and will be distributed to the members of this body at 
the proper time for your consideration. Our delegates to the General 
Synod will no doubt present this important matter as a part of their 
report and hence I need not elaborate bere except to suggest that a 
—— hour be set apart for the consideration and adoption ot this con- 
stitution. 

In the same communication Dr. Manhart called my attention to « 
recommendation by the General Synod that for the convenience of the 
representatives of the several church boards a uniform schedule for the 
time of the meetings of the district synods be adopted, and that the date 
for our annual meeting be accordingly fixed beween the first and the 
tenth of October of each year. ' 

August 24, 1916, Rev. W. H. Lane, of Huntington. Arkansas, opened 
correspondence regarding colored work in the South. His correspondence 
will be placed in the hands of a special committee on correspondence to 
report to this meeting of synod. 

In keeping with the action of the General Sy: od at its meeting u. 
Akron, Obio, in June, 1915 (See Minutes page 182-183) at the request 
of Rev. B. R. Lantz, D. D., and his Church Council on February 5%, 
1917, 1 commissioned Mr. Alfred J. Beil, of Salina, Kansas, as 1 Syn- 
odical Lay Reader by granting him a Synodical Lay Reader's License to 
be in effect for one year from date of issue. In keeping however with 
the rule regulating “Ad-Interim License I suggest that his license be 
renewed at this meeting of synod, if desired, to continue in effect for the 


trnodical year. 
THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


We are sorry to report that only few more than half of the congre- 
gations of synod have made report to your president on state ofthe church. 
Those who have reported, in the main, indicate progress along all lines 
of their church work. The following have reported a net increase in 
membership of ten percent or over: St. Paul's, Wichita, 31 per cent; 
New Cambria, 25 per cent; Chapman and Waterville, 20 per cent; Salina, 
15 per cent; Whitewater. 20 per cent; Topeka, 15 per cent; Sedalia, 12 
per cent; Ottawa, 11 per cent: Greenleaf, 10 per cent. All others re 
porting any increase were less than 10 per cent. But three pastorates 
in the synod reported no increase, and but one reported a loss. The 
church attendance, according to these reports, has been steady but not 
as large a percentage of the membershhip as might reasonably be ex- 
pected. In the majority of the pastorates the cbildren and youth of 
the church do not attend the stated services of public worship in as 
large numbers as the pastors would like for which the responsibility is 
laid largely at the door of the parents. Parents have been reasonably 
faithful in the baptism of their children, but very lax a the proper in- 
Struction of their children in the home life and still more so in the ex- 
ample of family worship. And to these things, so vital to the spirit- 
nal life of the young. no doubt may be attributed largely the lack of 
Interest in and the comparatively small attendance in the public wor- 
ship in the house of God. The general interest in the church work is 
growing, the Word of God is being studied in the Sunday School, 
the young people’s societies and other meetings of the church as neyer 
before. Pastors report growth in grace and spiritual life, and h 


almost one accord have expressed themselves hopefully for the future 
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This seems inconsistent with the foregoing reported conditions, and in 
a way almost paradoxical, and yet we presume possible. However one 
of the most hopeful features of the church for the future is the growing 
attendance of the parents in the Sunday school. The next turn pos- 
sible will be for the parents turn to have their children and youth 
remain for the public worship. When our parents begin to realize 
their opportunity and possibilities here a new life and a wonderful 
growth numerically is assured to the church. 

Pastors have been reported as faithful in the preaching and teach- 
ing of God's Word, pastoral visitation and otber duties. But there 
seems to be a general apathy in the interest prevailing in the 
mid-week service for Bible study and prayer. But few of the pastors 
report reasonably large attendance at these meetings, and the major 
share of those who attend are ladies. And while it is true that in our 
city congregations many of those whom we would naturally expect to 
see in our mid-week services are business men who, amid the pel-mel 
rush of business, do not feel inclined to take time for these services, 
yet we need to impress keenly and closely to their hearts the truth of 
our Lord and Master (Matt. 6:33) “The Kingdom of God First,” other 
things next. To this end let us pray earnestly therefore for a deeper 


work of grace in the hearts of God's people. 


In the finances of the church there has been a marked growth. Im- 
portant repairs and improvements have been made in a number of 
the churches and parsonages. One of the best churcbes in our synod 
has been built and dedicated, with a modern and commodious parson- 
age adjoining. A second, a rural church, nearing completion. Pastors’ 
salaries bave been promptly paid, and all but four pastorates which ren- 
dered their reports to your president reported their benevolence paid 
in full, with a few reporting excesses. The Missionary Societies, the 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement, and the Brotherhoods have all done 
efficient service in the devlopment of the missionary spirit as well 
as in enlarging the offerings for the special appeals of the church. In 
short we may well give praise and glory to God for the many and 
marked evidences of the michty onward march of the church as we come 
to the climax in the celebration of the Quadricentennlal of the Reforma- 


tion.”

In spite of the high cost of living, we bave 
our daily bread every day. In addition to this we have had the 
eans to make necessary improvements and repairs. Both the parson- 
the elevator will soon be done. As the present price of ma- 
is so much higher than it was two years ago, when we made 
lans, there is of course a difference between the price we must 
„and the price we had planned on paying. For this reason we 
need $1000 more in the Parsonage Fund and $500 more in the Ele 
vator Fund. We have put a new roof on the main building, and also 
@ roof over the third floor porch. We also covered the floor of this 
porch with tin in order to keep the rain from coming through. The 
floor in the basement was covered with a rubber flooring to make it 
warm in winter and to protect the children's feet from splinters in the 
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Two sheds have been built for our stock. Our heating system has 
been improved. Even visitors asked us if we were not ashamed of our 
old auto, so we had to buy a new one. We bought a good second hand 
car. it is in good shape and is a larger car. All of. these improve- 
ments and necessities are almost but not quite paid for. 

We have had much evidence of God's goodness and love during 
this past year. 

The number of inmates at the present time is 75. We have 42 
aged and 33 children. In a few weeks the number will be increase! 
to 80. One helpless man of 56, an old mother of 80, and an old 
father of 85 have entered into their last, and we hope eternal rest- 
ing place during the last year. We receive applications for admissions 
from old and helpless people almost daily, but we have not the room. 

For the helpers who are doing such wnselfish work, for the gifts 
which our friends send us, God be praised for all.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


At the beginning of the synodical year we had planned to work 
through the pastors and teachers of boys and young men's classes in 
pressing bome the call to the ministry. We sent out some literature 
but soon found that the Board of Education had a movement of this 


kind on, and we gave way to the more general plan of work. We | 


still believe that a fuller cooperation on the part of our pastors 
and Sunday School teachers in this work would bring better results. 


THE CARD REPORT PLAN. This plan has failed. The interest 
has lagged. Some of our largest schools failed to report, and the 
scheme has not succeeded in arousing the rivairy in good works that 
was expected. | 

Importance of the Sunday School work. The strenuous life of labor 
and pleasure of our days makes it increasingly difficult to get the child's 
attention upon religious things. It is harder to secure attendance on 
catechetical instruction, and with home training failing, the burden of 
training the rising ceneration for God and righteousness falls ever harder 
on the Sunday school. It is therefore evident that we cannot make 
our work too efficient. 


STANDARD OF EFFICIENCY. Complying with the resolution Cdopt- 
ed by Synod last fall, we prepared a tabulated report. We have tried 
to make this report so as to show the kind of work that is being done. 
The plan adopted is similar to that used last year by Rev. Lewis of 
the Nebraska Synod. The standard of efficiency adopted by the Gen- 
eral Synod comprises ten points, and these correspond to our numbers 
land 8 to 17. We have added a few points simply to give added in- 
tormation. The schools that, according to the reports, have attained 
to the General Synod standard are: Waterville, St. Mark's; Wellington, 
St. John's; New Cambria, Peace; and Lawrence, Trinity. 


WHAT OTHERS DO. In a number of large cities Sunday School 
institutes are being held. The best talent available is secured for the 
teaching force, and the course continues for months In evening ses- 
sions. Some of our Kansas schools have taken part in one day In 
stitute. Rev. Lewis, of Emerson, Nebraska, who is secretary of Sunday 
School work in the English Nebraska Synod, and an expert in the 
work, is making dates with schools and giving helpful instruction, en- 
couragement and inspiration to the workers.

Your representatives on the Board of Trustees of Midland College 
would submit the following report: 

Upon the whole both the College and Seminary have made 
progress during the year that is past. The progress has not been as 
great as we should have liked to have seen it, but perhaps as great 
as we could expect in view of the present disturbed world-conditions. 
The general feeling of uncertainty, and the excessive cost of living, have 
made it hard to secure both students and money. 

The total attendance last year in all departments was 239. 
of which 102 were in college classes, 35 in the Academy. 68 in the 


The opening this fall has been encouraging. In the face of the 
very unusual conditions there are about the same number of girls and 
only about one fifth decrease in the 4 of young men enrolled.

It is with 
pleasure that we report that the Board of EXlucation has granted an 
increase of $1600 to our budget, making now a total of $13,000. 

Over one thousand volumes have been added to our library during 
the year, some by purchase, others by gift. About $500 a year is ex- 
pended for books and periodicals. Our laboratories have been enlarged 
and expensive and essential equipment has been added. 

Religious conditions at the college are most gratifying. A number 
of religious organizations are in a flourishing condition, and nearly al! 
of the students and faculty are regular attendants at our church in the 
city. It is a gratifying fact that about one-third of our boys in the 
college have the ministry in view, and in the graduating class six of the 
seven young men will become ministers. Our record in this respect is, 
perhaps, unsurpassed by that of any other similar institution; one-half 
of our male graduates having entered the ministry. 

At present there is a splendid spirit of co-operation and good will 
prevalent among both faculty and studen All are trying to work to- 
getber for the common good and up-buil of the institution. 

Important changes have been made in the teaching force. Prof. 
Carl Krueger, after twenty-five years of faithful service, resigned the 
chair of Modern Languages. Dr. Konrad Krueger has been elected co 
succeed him. Prof. Bruno Meinecke resigned the chair of Ancient Lan- 
guages after five years’ service, and Prof. R. Fjelsted has been chosen 
to succeed him. He is a graduate of the University of Manitoba and of 
the General Council Seminary of Chicago, and has hati three years’ 
graduate work in Classics in Harvard University. Mr. William Weidlein, 
coach and instructor in the Academic department, having entered the

Midland has never been in a better condition than at present. Her 
standards are equal to the other colleges of the state and the church in 
general, and pastors may conscientiously recommend to their people 
this institution as a place for the education of their children. We 
regret that there are those who have shown a tendency to apologize 
for the institution. This is wholly unnecessary and does positive harm. 
Our pastors and people should realize the worth of this institution, the 
value of her work and praise and commend without apology. 

As always, our two great needs are more students and more money. 
Colleges with poorer plants and less equipment, and a less competent 
teaching force have far more students, and in many cases are more 
generously supported than Midland. We appeal to the Icyalty of our 
Lutheran people, and ask our pastors to keep this wortby institution 
before their congregations. 

We need an endowment of at least $200,000, and until that is secured 
the institution will not be fully accredited by the North Central Associa- 
tion and will be handicapped in its competition with similar institutions. 
Our pastors should be on the look-out for large donations and bequests, 
and at the same time not despise small! gifts. .

new common series of lessons shal] begin with Advent. The Editorial 
Committee is working out a system of lessons on the above basis. 

The Pan-Lutheran Missionary Society for Latin America was organ- 
ized for the purpose of sending a missionary to Buenos Aires. It is 
supported by individuals and societies in the General Synod, General 
Council, United Synod in the South, Augustana Synod, New England 
Synod, Missouri Synod and probably others. The General Synod 
“favors the entrance of this promising new field as soon as the Gen- 
eral Council and United Synod in the South shall combine with it to 
constitute one body.” Meanwhile a Commission of Latin American Work 
is appointed to co-operate with similar committees from the General 
Council and the United Synod in the South in the development of 
the work. The society announced its readiness to give the manage 
ment over to the three general bodies. 


LAYMEN’S: MISSIONARY MOVEMENT AND BROTHERHOODS

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


Your Committee on Ministerial Education is very much gratified 
with the response to this cause by the congregations of Synod during 
the past year. The treasurer received $900 and the Committee has 
expended $700, leaving a balance of $200. 

Of the young men aided by this Synod in the past, we would re- 
port as follows: 

Mr. Martin Schroeder graduated last Spring from the Seminary, 
and is now pastor of the Barada Charge, Falls City, of the German 
Nebraska Synod. He is here for ordination at this convention. 

Mr. Frederick Nolte graduated from the Seminary last April and 
is now pastor of the St. John’s Church near Westboro, Mo., also of 
the German Nebraska Synod. He is present for. ordination this year. 

Mr. Alexander Eckert, who has received aid for some years from 
this Synod, withdrew from the Lutheran Church during the past year, 
thereby severing his relation with your committee. As any honest man 
should do, he has returned with interest the money expended by us 
on his education, and the notes given by him for the full amount, 
have been cancelled. 

Mr. Karl Friedemann, this year of the Junior Class in Midland 
College, was grarted leave of absence from his studies during the 
first semester. He will return to college after Christmas. He asks 
for only balf the present year. 

Mr. George B. Mortensen, who took part of his course in Col- 
lege, and part in Seminary last year, is a Junior in Seminary in the 


Course, this year. He is doing good work and expects to grad- 


uate in three years and enter the ministry. 

Mr. Alfred Urban, who received aid last year, and took part work 
in College and Seminary, in order to acquire a working knowledge of 
English, enters this year as a Junior in the Practical Course at the 
Seminary. He will require three years for graduation. a 

Mr. George J. Ehrich, who took nearly all of the work in a special 

course in College last year, continues this year, partly in 
College and partly in Seminary. While it is not his purpose to grad- 
uate from College, one more year will fit him to take the three years’ 
Practical Course in Seminary. 

Mr. Albert B. Schwerdfeger, of the First Church, St. Joseph, Mo, 
is a new arplicant for aid this year. He is now a Senior in the Acad- 
emy of Midland College, and expects to take the regular College course. 

Your Committee has had personal interviews with these young men, 
and has made diligent inquiry, both of the College and Seminary fac- 
ulties, concerning their work and characters. We are persuaded that 
they are worthy of the confidence of the Church, and should be aided 
in their preparation for the ministry. .

REPORT OF MISSION STUDY 


Mission Study did not grow and develop as it should have done 
the past year and I believe the cause was partly due to the delay 
in the delivery of the text books, “The Story of Lutheran Missions.” 

There are three text books which I would recommend for your 
consideration this coming year: “Missionary Milestones,” written by 
Mrs. Seebach, the gifted editor of our magazine. For ten years we 
have studied of Home Missions in which we had no part, but Mis- 
sionary Milestones sbould appeal strongly to every Lutheran, because 
it deals especially with the Reformation. 

“Our India Story” is especially useful to those who are not fam- 
Mar with our woman’s work in India and for Mission Study Classes 
among Our young people. 

The celebration of the 400th anniversary of the Reformation is 
a fitting time for us to inform ourselves of the vital facts that brought 
our church into existence and what its influence has been during these

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Dear Brethren: 


Another year of sowirg and reaping is numbered with the past, It 
has been a year of surshine and of shadow. The year 1918 marks the 
closing of the great world war. America shared in the awful struggle 
and the price of victory was a sacifice of the lives of our best young 
men in the camps and on the battlefield. In these tryirg times, the 
church has proven her ability to meet wartime conditions Our own be 
loved church did her part well in following our soldiers and sailors 
with the Word and with the Sacraments. 

Another great event of the past year was the merger of the General 
Synod, the General Council and the United Synod of the South into the 
United Lutheran Church of America, in New York City on the second 
Tuesday in November. 

Our great joy that the war is over and the Merger accomplished 
should not permit us to think that our work is ended. Much yet remair« 
to be done. Every Lutheran must give himself anew to the service of 
the Master—the work which has been so sadly neglected in months 
past. The loyal service to our country which was her due must now be 
transferred to a deeper loyalty to our Master. In the reconstruction days 
before us we will need the Gospel as never before. Righteousness alone 
exalts a nation. The new precedents, the new policies to be determined 
and the new influences started must be tempered with the love of 
Jesus Christ. To love God above all things and our neighbors as our- 
selves requires the re-dedication of our lives to the Christ whose 
servants We are.

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NATIONAL LUTHERAN COMMISSION FOR SOLDIERS’ AND 
SAILORS’ WELFARE 


For the purpose of record and to indicate the part which the Kansas 
Synod had in the All-Lutheran Drive for funds to carry on the work of 
the Lutheran Commissior, we give the names of the entire committee. 
The campaign was held February 18-25, 1918. The amount which Kan 
sas Was asked to contribute was $9,000.00. The amount raised wa* 
$11,926.00, an excess of almost $3,000.00. The amount contributed by our 
Kansas Syrod was almost $4,000.00.

The dedication of the new St. Pauls Lutheran Church too: place | ; 
November 25, 1917. The church is located in Walnut Township near Sa- 
lina, Kansas. What has always been known as the “wd stone church” 
has giver way to a most beautiful brick structure. The services were 
in charge of the Missionary Superinterdent, Rev. H. A. OTT, D. D. The ) 
dedicatory sermon was preached by the president at the time of the . 
morning service, Rev. B. R. Lantz, D. D., delivered the sermon of the at ’ 
ternoon. The cost of the building was $4027.20. A balance of $1200 was 
needed before the act of dedication could be performed and this amount 
was raised in 30 minutes. 

The church is a pretty structure, 30x56 feet, including a neat front 
tower. The basement is of stone with a grade entrance in front and 
rear, and with an inside stairway up through the tower to the room 
above. The basement bas full equipment for social purposes. The au- 
ditorilum above is very attractive. The entrance is over cement steps : 
nicely buttressed with brick and with a picture*que bracket porch over 14 
it. When one enters, one is impressed with the churchly arrangement 
throughout. The windows are of chipped glass. The secord story is 
of vitrified brick veneer. The building is lighted with portable gasoline 
lamps. The community and congregation are to be congratulated upon 
their efforts in constructing such a beautiful house of worship. It is 
a monument to the zeal ard wisdom of our Missionary Superintendent. 
who labored in season and out of season in bringing the construction 


to a successful conclusion.

STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Jesus, in answer to the question of the multitude as to when the 
Kingdom of God should come, replied: “The Kingdom of God cometh 
not with observation; Neither shall they say, Lo here! or lo there! for 
behold the Kingdom of God is within you.” Our source of information 
for this report is limited and must of necessity come from the answers 
made to the list of questions sent out, and to which objections have 
been made. But like all things human any list of questions would prove 
more or less unsatisfactory. 

Your presidert has received twenty-four reports, from which we 
glean the following information: The congregations showing a net gain 
are as follows: Hutchinson 20 per cent; Memorial, Kansas City. 6 per 
cent; First Church, Kansas City, 33 per cent: Tulsa, 52 per cert; Wel 
lington, 8 per cent; Beloit, 4 per cent; St. John’s, Lancaster, 10 per 
cent; Chapman, 12 per cent; Salina. 16 per cent; Wichita, 50 per cent: 
Sedalia, 14 per cent. Although some report no net gain in membership. 
yet splendid work has been done as indicated by the number of members 
received. Circumstances during the year have been trying to pastor 
ard people. And the losses by death and removal have been very great. 
While there are certain congregations whieh do not appear in the 
—— of communicant membersbip list, yet very satisfactory work has 

n done. 

The situation in regard to church attendance has been reported 
as stationary in the majority of cases, and in only eight of our congre | 
gations is the attendance reported as on the increase. Two report the at- 
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tendance as diminishing. Pastors report that the children do not at 
tend public worship. The explanation offered is neglect on the part 
of parents and unsetiled conditions durirg the war. Methods used to 
secure better attendance of the young were as follows: personal work, 
co-operation of the Sunday School and Junior Luther League, as well 
as urging of parental resporsibility. These methods were reported as 
successiui. Eight pastors report adult catechetical classes. The Lenten 
season was generally observed. In all the pastorates where this custom 
was followed, there resulted a deepening of spiritual life as well as a 
greater interest in the thirgs of the Kingdom. In most cases a loya! 
and sympathetic support was given the pastors in the matters of the 
Kingdom. Pastors have been faithful in the preaching of the Word, 
visitation of the sick and the catechization of the young. 

Our young people are reported as faithful in their atterdance upon 
divine worship. A very sad feature of this report is that no new vol- 
unteers for the ministry have offered themselves. The Emporia con- 
gregation hoped to report a student for the ministry but death claimed 
Mr. Albert Ackelbein a few weeks after his entrance into Midlard 
College with this purpose in view. 

Lutheran literature is 2 read. Pastors reporting state that 
285 copies of the Lutheran Church Work and Observer came into their 
churches. A few pastors stated that they did rot know how many 
copies were received. 

One-half of our churches report ro mid-week services. And where 
these services are held the attendance is reported as small. The 
churches that report a prayer meeting are the ores reporting the men 
who lead in public prayer. Parents are generally faithful in presentirg 
their children for baptism. Family worship, however, is neglected. 
It is almost a thirg of the past. 

The Duplex envelope has to a large extent solved the financial prob 
lem. Where this system is used the financial obligations of the church 
have been met. The pastors’ salaries bave in most cases been promptly 
paid. A few pastors report their congregations as being in arrears on 
their salary. Two of the brethren report an increase in salary. 

Our congregations have been bearing the burden of wartime corditions 
ma most loyal way. This year has been a year which has made a 
great drain upon our resources. But we are grateful to our Heavenly 
Father in Heaven that He is still with His Church here upon the earth, 
ard for that assurance which He has given, that “The gates of hell 
shall not prevail against her.” 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. In response to the request made by the Committee on Ministerial 
Education of the Genera] Synod, I would recommend that the names 
of the Superintenderts of our Sunday Schools be printed in the Min- 


utes of our Synod. 
2. That the Synod approve the action of officers in designating 


the delegates to the General Synod and merger conventiors of the Luth- 


eran Church. 
Thanking the bretbre for the sympathy and forebearance shown 
me in the discharge of my duties, I now return the trust committed to 


me one year ago.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE ADVISORY COUNCIL 
OF THE BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS AND 
CHURCH EXTENSION. 


The Advisory Council, strictly as such, has not held a meeting since 
the last convention of Kansas Synod: however in place of this there 
was held in the city of York, Penna., on January 22, 1918, a Conference 
of the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension and the Syn- 
odical Missionary Superintendents. All the Superintendents, with 
one exception, were present and were the guests of the Board, which 
provided for their entertainment and traveling expenses. 
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Rev. J. C. Kuntzman, D. D., Secretary of Home Missions of the 
General Council, and Rev. A. D. Hancher, Secretary of Home Missions 
of the United Synod of the South, were aiso guests and participated 
in the discussions. The papers read were of a su,erior character and 
were on the following subjects: “A Courparative Exhibit of Home Mis- 
sion Contributiors in the Different Synods,’ by Rev. J. F. Seibert, 
D. D.; “Steps in the Organization of a Mission, by Rev. H. C. Funk, 
D. D.; “Is Home Mission Interest Increasing in the General Syrod? 
by Rev. W. T. Kahse; “Is Our Plan of Operation Acceptable to the 
Synods?” by Rev. G. B. Hersch; “Mission Work Among the Slavs, 
Italians and Negroes: Our Responsibility, Rev. J. E. Bittle, D. D.; 
“Home Missions, the Seed of the Church.“ by Rev. Paul J. Gerberding: 
“Many Home Mission Problems Growing Out of War, by Rev. 8. D. 
Daugherty, D. D.; “The Best Work of a Missionary Superintendent, 
by Rev. C. Huber, D. D.; “A Brief Survey of the Field,” five minutes 
from each of the Superintendents. Dr. H. H. Weber presented three 
subjects which he asked discussed: (1) “Should the Budget be Main 
tained Without Change During the Lear? (2) “That No Appropriation 
Be Asked from the Board Unless Imperatively Necessary.” (3) “That 
the Missiorary Superintendents Give their Earnest Co-Operation in Se- 
curirg Repayment of Loans to the Board.” Touching items one and 
two the Conference recommended the adding of a certain sum to the 
budget to be an emergency fund. Drs. Kurzman and Hancher pre- 
Sented the home mission plans and operations of their respective 
boards. The Conference was a most instructive one.

REPORT OF THE EDITOR OF THE KANSAS SYNOD LUTHERAN | 


At the last meeting of the Kansas Synod, L. A. Harshman was 
elected Editor of the Karsas Synod Lutheran and R., R. Weiss, 
miller, Assistant Editor. Immediately after the meeting of Kansas 
Synod Rev. Weissmiller was called to the service as chaplain in the 
army, so the duties of the post devolved upon the present editor. 
During the year we have tried to do our duty in the office to which 
we were elected and we herewith submit our report. 

Brother Tonsing of Atchison printed the paper as he has from 
the beginning, and during the past year he mailed out from the 
office at Atchison nearly nineteen hundred copies each morth. We 
believe that the circulation of this paper has been instrumental 
in aiding the different pastors to bring a good financial report to 
Synod this year. The treasurer of Synod reports money received 4 
this paper the sum of $216.28 and the expenses as $174.00. This 
leaves a balance of $42.28 on hand with the postage and Stationery 
bill of the editor amounting to $10.50 yet unpaid. Brother Tonsihg, 
informs us that if the paper is contirued it will cost $22.50 an issue’ 
instead of $14.50 as has been the price. If it is the desire of Synod | 
to continue the paper as a monthly the apportionment for it will have, 
to be doubled. The printer suggests that the paper be made a bi-* 
monthly and if this is dore the present apportionment will meet all 
requirements. Therefore we recommend that the paper be continued 
during the comirg nine months as a monthly.

REPORT FROM TABITHA HOME. 


Tabitha Home has passed through another year of abundant 
blessing. Strength and means for the care of ninety-one orphans, aged 
and helpless has beer given us. War conditions made themselves 
felt in Tabitha Home as anywhere else. Often we have been short ol 
help. especially on account of the many helpless among the aged, and 
of much sickress among the children. We need more helpers now. 
Sometimes we paid the bills. sometimes not, for lack of funds, of 
course. However, we have had our daily bread. We are only a few 
hundred dollars in the rear at the present time. Work and worry we 
have had in plenty. often more thar we cared to have. The measure 
of God's blessings has beer more abundant. 

Seven of our aged passed away during the year. Five of them 
were past eighty, the other two poor helpless people. Two of our 
orphan boys had to be taken to the State Hospital for tubercular 
patients. There are in the Home at the present time 76 ir mates, 38 
children and 37 aged. 3 of our aged are helpless and unable to leave 
their invalid chairs, 2 crippled in their feet, 2 blind, 1 is a deaf mute, 
1 bedfast nearly three years, and Rev. Randolph, who suffers more 
thar anyone else, has been very, very ill since he came to Tabitha 
Home in December last year. We do not mention those others who 
have become infirm and decrepid by old age. Indeed, our four Sisters 
their — and take care of our children —— 

are real servan the minist mercy, n t selfis 
work faithfully. ry of Y. doing a great and un 

Among the improvements and repairs made during the year are the 
following items: Parsonage at the cost of nearly 86000, elevator about 
$3000, electric mangle $311. dumbwaiter $100, change in heating system 
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and boiler repairs $1100; rew cave, automobile, auto truck, garage for 
cars, team of horses and wagon for soliciting grain and provisions $1650. 
The bills for these items alone amounted to 513.361. and also the bills 
for some other improvements and repairs to the amount of several 
hurdred dollars are all paid. 

The treasurer reported to the Board of Directors at the last Annual 
Bourd Meetirg, held May 7th, the receipts for the year as $31,750.11. 
Total receipts from Synods $14,918.60. The remainder of $16,832.51 has 
been received from other sources: entrance fees, sz;ecial gifts, legacies, 
responses to appeals and amounts solicited by the superintendent. 

The superintendert's efforts to secure funds have hardly ever been 
more successfyl than during the last three months, when the needs 
were so great. Special contributions and special gifts received by per- 
sonal solicitation, offerings in churches and by letter amounted to 8400, 
not including special contributions to synodical treasurers. The Lord 
has been so kind to us. We thank you, brethren, for whatever support in 
prayers and gifts and in kind words to others in the interest of Tabitha 
Home have been given us by you. Kindly remember the great and 
good work of the Tabitha Home in its miristry to the homeless and 
helpless, the poor and needy, before the Throne of Grace and before 
the people of our beloved church in the future, if possible even more 
so than in the past.

REPORT ON LUTHERAN CHURCH WORK AND OBSERVER 


All things being equal, that church member gives most who is best 
informed in regard to the needs of the church at large. It is im- 
possible for the pastor to bring to the attention of all his members 
the needs of the various church boards. A more general circulation of 
Lutheran Church Work and Observer would keep the members of 
our churches constantly irformed concerning these needs, and also 
enable the pastor, in this manner, to reach every member, instead of a 
few, when he makes un appeal from the pulpit. The average person 
is not interested, at least to a very great degree, in something which 
he knows nothing about. 

These facts being true, it must be obvious that a more general cir- 
culation of our church paper would not only result in a better quality 
of Lutheranism, but also a broader knowledge of the various dopart- 
ments of our church work.What a power for increased interest would 
n more gereral circulation of our church paper produce, not only in the 
local work of every congregation, but also in that of the church at large. 

A-pastor who is indifferent to the introduction of a church paper 
throughout his cengregation stands in his own light. 

The price of the Lutheran Church Work and Observer is within 
the reach of all: its editorials are able, thoughtful and practical; its 
Lutheranism is sound to the core; the amourt of church news is surpris- 
Ing; its various departments furnish something for everyone; its articles 
are well chosen: even its “display.” by which printers mean its ap- 
pearance and genera! make-up, is all that could be desired. 

Now that the merger has been effected, the need of an increased 
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circulation of our church paper is greater, if possible, than at any other 
time. ; 
We can orly recommend, as previous committees have done, that 
every effort possible be made by our pastors to introduce into the bomes 
of their members a greater number of copies of our church paper 
than they report at present.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL SECRETARY 


Reports have been received from all of our thirty-eight schools, 
und from these it appears that some progress has been made. When 
we consider all the circumstances it should be no matter for surprise that 
ro greater advancement is indicated. The total enrollment remains 
about the same as last year. On a few of the points progress has been 
made in the direction of better school work. Valley Falls and Bendena 
have attained the General Synod standard durirg the past year, and 
two have dropped out of this list, temporarily no doubt, because of ab- 
sence from the field in war work on the part of the pastor. Several 
of our schools have shown splendid interest in the matter of organizing 
for better work. 

In harmony with the action of Synod last year a Sunday School 
Conference or Institute was held at Lawrerce, Kansas, on May 14-16. 
The attendance, while not all that we desired, was good and the 
interest excellent. At this convention a meeting of your Committee 
on Sunuday School Institute was held and action was taken by Con 
terer ce recommending the holding of a Sunday School Institute at 
Midland College next summer after the college closes. 

The Sunday School Council of the Evangelical Denominations of 


the United States and Canada has put or a campaign during the year 
on Teacher Training. It emphasizes trained leaders in religious edu- 


cation as the greatest need of the church of to-day. The effort aimed to 
enlist all the pastors ard Sunday School workers in a movement to 
develop a better teachirg force for our schools. This is to be accom- 
plished through a teachers’ training class in every community and in 
every Sunday School. 

The work of the Sunday School Department involved an expense 
during the year of $51.94. Twenty-four of our schools made contri- 
butions aggregating $58.10, leaving a balance of $6.06 in the hands 
of the acting treasurer, B. F. Pugh. : 

There is herewith submitted a tabulated report of the work of the 
schools which is to show the kind of work being done ard the relation 
our schools attained to the standard set by the General Synod. The first 
ten rumbers, which include some subdivisions, represent this standard. 
(See Appendix D for report). : 


RECOMMENDATION | 


That an honest and earrest effort be made to put a Teachers’

REPORT OF TEMPERANCE . 


The history of temperance during the past year is a notable record 
of continuous victory. Shortly after the 1917 convention of this Synod, 
the Senate passed the bill which submitted to the States an amendment 
to the Federal Constitution, prohibiting the manufacture, sale and im- 
portation of alcoholic beverages in the United States ard its terri- 
tories. Fourteen states bave already ratified the amendment. Con- 
fident prediction is made that the necessary thirty-six states will ratify 
the amendment by March 1, 1919. A number of states have swung into 
the dry columr, the most notable victory having been won in Ohio at 
the last general election. By a provision of the Food Conservation 
Bill the manufacture of intoxicating drink is prohibited in the United 
States until the demobilization of our armed forces. Thiese are the 
most notable’ of the many sigral triumphs of Temperance during this 
most wonderful year of 1918. 

Last month a great conference was held in Columbus, Ohio, and the 
World Prohibition movement was inaugurated. Delegates from many 
foreign countries were presert and a great impetus was given to a 
United world-wide campaign against this great foe of mankind. 

The increasing war against alcoholic autocracy will continue. The 
hosts of temperance are led by intrepid God-fearirg men and women, 
supported by an ever-increasing army whose morale is ever growing 
stronger. No mercy will be asked of the foe; no quarter will be given. 
An armistice will not be sought or signed. The ultimhte goal is the 
destruction of the Kaiserism of Liquor. Old Kirg Alcohol. who has 
flung out defiance for generations, must be dethroned. His crown 
must crumble in the dust with the dishonored crowns of civil tyrants. 

Be it resolved by this Synod that it pledge its full support to the 
Anti-Saloon League, urder whose splendid leadership America is carry- 
ing the world to Temperance victory.

| REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF MIDLAND COLLEGE AND THEO- 
LOGICAL SEMINARY 
* 


Your rep tatives on the Board of Trustees of Midland College 
would submit the following report: 

In common with other institutions of higher education Midlard Col- 
lege has suffered much from the great war. Her student body was re 
duced about 20 per cent and the income from student fees was cut 
proportionally. The enrollment the past year was 159 as compared 


— 
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with 205 the preceding year. The executive committee has sought to 
practice rigid ecoromy in the administration of affairs, but owing to 
the increase in values and the necessity of raising salaries it has been 
impossible to continue without a deficit, However, the deficit is com- 
parutively small as compared to similar institutions in the state. The 
time will come when the church at large will have to take steps to 
overcome this deficit. 

It was a matter of gratification to the managemert to have tlie 
Federal authorities select this institution for the establishment 
of a Student Army Training Corps. About 120 young wen were in 
ducted into the service, but since the demobolization orly a small num- 
ber remain. Had this training contirued throughout the year, it would 
have been a source of income for the college, but as it is the college 
will do well to escape without loss. This we hope to do. 

Thirteen students were graduated from the college, three from the 
Theological Seminary, and four from the Academy. The college possess- 
es considerable property, a plart easily worth, for purposes of in- 
struction, $200,000, equipment worth about $20,000 and a small en- 
dowment of about $90,000. This is being added to in a small way from 
year to year. The Sprick bequest of $4,000 was paid in during the 
year, one-half of which was added to the endowment and the remairder, 
by the request of the family, used to purchase more equipment for the 
science department. 35325 was secured in cash and subscriptions 
for improving their endowment durirg the year. The debt on the 
new gymnasium was reduced from $25,000 to $17,000. 

The Seminary, in spite of the war, though somewhat hindered, has 
been doing good work and has an enrollment of 17. The equipment 
of the Seminary department is being costantly increased, and a com- 
mendable interest is shown by the churches in the work, 

The chief reeds of Midland are two: A larger student body and a 
better endowment. These must be had by some means if the college 
is to fulfill her high mission of service to the Lutberan Church of the 
Middle West. * 

Your representatives would recommend that this Synod pledge anew 
her hearty and loyal support and that all our pastors agree to preach 
and pray for Christian education regularly in the congregations, to 
labor diligently to send students to the institutions and to endeavor 
to turn the minds of any of their people of means to Midland as a most 


fruitful field of investment for return of manhood and advancemnt of the 
Lord's Kirgdom.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON INNER MISSION 


The biggest thing in the church of the future should be its inner 
mission. Inner Missior’s ideal is to have the entire live and conscious 
church in service. It is the church’s endeavor to make real to-day what 
Christ was in His day—a person going about “doing good.” It is the 
Christ of “yesterday and today” going about in the person of His 
members, applying the balm of Gilead to the World's open sore, whether 
mental, moral or physical, and always, as with Christ, for the purpose of 
reaching the depth of the wour d- ein. Its effort is to put the entire laity 
of our churches into the Samaritan attitude of vital, personal touch 
with need. | 

For the Synod the Inner Mission should be a great help. We have 
vacancies. The lay reader comes in at this point to supply this need. Con- 
gregations should develop such readers. The Inner Mission board 
furnishes fit readings for such education. 


The great war work activities of the church are Inner Mission ac- 
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tivities. The reconstruction period will be the special field of Inner 
Mission. Our churches should anticipate these things and be ready for 
them when they come. | 

The Inrer Mission Committee should have a membership on the 
Advisory Board and Fustors and congregations should be encouraged 
to appenl to such comuttee for literature and suggestion, Such a 
committee should be a clearing house for all Inner Mission activities. 

We recommend that all our pastors lay the matter of the Inner 
Mission before their congregations at the earliest opportunity after 
Synod adjourns. If desired send for the program which the Board 
puts out, inform yourself well, and wake up your church to the most 
intense activity along the lines of inner development. 

Send the names of physicians and nurses in your churches to the 
committee and have proper literature sent them. 

This is new work in its present form, but it is the mest far-reaching 
educatioral work before us today. May our churches measure up to 
the needs of the day.

The five young men who received aid last year are continuing their 
studies this year. The disorganization of college work due to the war 
has interfered with the regularity of their courses to some extent. 

Mr. George E. Mortensen is a middler this year in the practical 
course in the Seminary. 

Mr. George J. Ehrich is not definitely decided about graduating 
from college, but expects to complete the regular course in the Sem- 
inary. At present he takes some work in each of the three years of the 
Seminary course. 

Mr. Albert Schwerdtfeger graduated last June from the Academy 
and this year is a regular Senior in College. 

Mr. Carl Friedemann lacks seven credits of being a regular Senior 
in College. 

Mr. Alfred Urban is taking Middle and Senior years work in 
the Seminary and bis course is being directed by the Seminary faculty 
in view of his need of acquiring the use of English. This is his third 
year in the Seminary. 

Your committee would recommend:

The reports of the state of the church from 18 congregations show 
that five of these congregations have not reported the membersbip of 
their societies. And two of these congregatiors have Y. P. S. C. E. 
societies. The others are Luther Leagues. The entire membership re- 
ported by the pastors from the 13 societies is 347 for this year, which 
shows a woeful decrease in the number of societies and the member- 
ship, and would indicate a lack of activity on the part of the pastors 
in sending in the reports of their Luther Leagues, or both. Either of 
which is to be greatly regretted. A comparative statement for the last 
three years shows that in 1916 there were 39 societies with a membership 
of 1140; in 1917, 35 societies reported a membership of 933; in 1918, 18 
societies were reported, the membership of 13 of these societies being 347. 

There is evidently a lack of interest somewhere ir. our young people's 
work, which, if allowed to continue, can rot help but result in great detri- 
ment to the work of the church. The future hope and success of the 
church depends upon the young of to-day. If they are neglected we 
can not expect much in the fu ‘

REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE 


The labors of the Missionary Committee have not been normal this 
year because the times have not been normal. The terrible war 
through which we are passing has been the all-important item of inter- 
est, so much so that it is almost impossible to secure attention to spirit 
tual matters. The drain for money, war bonds, war relief, etc., has in 
some quarters been made an excuse for decreasing church contributions. 
The taking Of so many of our young men from our parishes has been a 
severe drain on the spiritual and monetary forces of the church. The 
call among our clergy for army chaplains, camp pastors, Y. M. C. A. 
workers, and Red Cross workers, has greatly depleted our ministerial 
rar ks. so that it has been next to an impossibility to keep our missions 
supplied with pastors, to say nothing of opening new work. 

Early in the year we were instructed by our General Board not to 
open ary new work in view of the demands of the war and the coming 
Synodical Merger, when possibly an entirely different system of home 
mission work will be inaugurated. We have found, however, the demands 
on the time of our Missionary Superirtendent from our missions and 
vacant pastorates so numerous that he has been busily occupied all the 
year through, holding services every week with the exception of one, 
during which he was granted a short vacation. Aside from supplying our 
vacarcies, he has dedicated one church and raised a subscription covering 
all of the indebtedness on the same; taken up subscriptions at various 
places to meet current expenses and shortages, conducted every-member 
canvasses, administered the holy communion in various vacant pas- 
torates; assisted the President of Synod, taking his place while he 
was called away on official work; made house-to-house canvasses, 
conducted special gospel services, etc., thus doing just such work as is 
highly necessary in our vacant pastorates, which would have been left 
undone were the Synod. without a traveling missionary in the field. 
During the year our Committee held seven meetings, all of which were 
held in Topeka excepting ore at Kansas City, Kansas, and one at Sa- 
lina. We submit the following detail of our work: 


Mt. Washington, Mo. Fairmount Church—This mission constitutes 
a problem that has not yet been solved. Our Superintendent gave the 
month of February to it, holding nightly services during the final two 
weeks. These services were atterded faithfully by the members, but 
it appears that the community was indifferent to them; and here is 
an urchurched community that should have the gospel preached to it. 
The place is a suburb of Kansas City lying around the Standard Oil 
Refinery. and the people are young couples striving to get a home, 
many of them living in sbacks, and from their point of view they 
cannot afford now to take on themselves the additional burden of the 
suprort of a church. In our estimation this problem can be solved 
orly by the residence of a pastor on the field, constantly doing pas 
toral work until he has won them. We have not as yet been able to 
find such a man, although we had a promise of $600 a year for the 
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mission from our General Board. During the year the mission has 
been faithfully supplied by Mr. Edw. C. Johnstone, to whom the 
Presidert of Synod gave a lay reader's license. We are hoping with 
the return of our pastors from the army camps that we may be able tu 
find a suitable man for this field. Our Genera! Superintendent, Dr. 
Yarger, on visiting this field this summer, was greatly impressed with 
the importance of the field and expressed the opinion that it should be 
occupied. At present it is being supplied regularly by Rev. James 
Raun of the Seminary, who spends Saturdays and Sundays on the field, 
and is supported balf by the mission and half by our General Board. 


Kansas City, Kansas, Trinity--We thought we were very fortunate 
when we secured Rev. W. C. Day as pastor of this field, arg he was 
duly installed in November by our Superintendent. On the Ist of 
September, receiving a call to Pennsylvania, he relinquished the field. 
However, we are glad to say that he did good work for the time he 
had charge and stimulated every department of the mission 
ard has left the church in vastly better shape than when he took it. 
During the year the pastor strongly advocated the moving of the 
mission to another part of the city, and asked the Missionary Com- 
mittee and the General Superintendent, Dr. Yarger, to visit them ana 
go over the grourd with him and bis church council. However, the 
mission did not raise any money with which to promote such a move, 
. seemingly being willing that the Mission Board take all the chances 
involved. They were unable to sell their property and finally decided 
to remain where they were, and proceeded to place their building in 
better repair, including the decorating of beth rooms and installing 
electric light, readjusting their chance] in harmony with Lutherun 
ideals, and now they have overhauled their heatirg plant. The Mis- 
sionary Superintendent is overseeing their needs in getting pulpit sup- 
plies regularly every Sunday. The mission had its apportionmert paid 
in fall by the middle of August, thus making a record that some of our 
older, careless churches might well imitate. We are diligently look- 
ing for a suitable pastor for this field. 


Greenieaf, Trinity-St. Pavi's—Early in February, believing the time 
opporture, our Superintendent placed a proposition before this pastorate, 
offering: (1) To place at their disposal $500, the proceeds of the sale 
of the Barnes church, and to conduct a campaign to raise the balance 
on their territory for the purchase of a parsonage; (2) To give them 
three solid weeks of his time, just before and includirg Easter, to raise 
this money and also to conduct a series of Lenten services; (3) To give 
them $200 for the first year in the event that they would call a pastor, 
and assist them in obtaining one. This offer was accepted ard our 
Superintendent fulfilled his part to the letter, raising $500 in St. 
Paul's and $565 in Trinity. Holy week services were held and a goodly 
number of accessions made; and he finally prevailed on them to call 
Rev. T. Earnheart. They have purchased a property, and are owing 
on this only $400. In conyeyirg the above mentioned $500 we stipulated 
that a mortgage covering this amount be made out to the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension, the property reverting to this Board 
in the event the churches ever disband. This has been dore. Rev. 
Earnheart is doing a good work in this pastorate. 


Hutchinson, Zion—This church has been getting along splendidly 
utder the ministry of Rev. C. Wilbur Nelson. They have paid their 
benevolence in full, had sixteen accessions, increased the membership 
of their Sunday School, and their audiences have been nicely increa* 
ing. The pastor has made 1035 pastoral visits, and the church, all 
organizations included, have raised $1616, a gain of $507 over the 
previous year, and this without bamars and suppers. The pastor has 
adopted strictly Lutheran ideale in the conduct of his worship, robed 
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himself and his choir, and adjusted hig chance] arrangement accord- 
ingly; and as a result this church is appealing to the Lutheran material 
in that growing city. During the year this mission decreased its request 
for aid in the sum of $100. 


Tulsa, First Lutheran—Good word all the year through has come 
from our Tulsa mission. Pastor Massey has his work well in hand. 
ard preaches strong gospel sermons such as are bound to build up a per- 
manent work. Their accessions were 53 over against 13 last year, 
and their present membership is 112 over against 60 last year; their 
contributions $2,268 over against $1,142 last year, and their total ex 
penditures $3,610 over against $2,712 last year. Of course their be- 
nevolerce was paid in full. They have placed a wall across their 
basement interior, installed a complete kitchen and social room, and 
decorated the same tastily. They have improved their chancel ar- 
rangement conformirg to Lutheran ideals, the pastor wearing the 
Lutheran robe, and from all reports received they are enjoying a goodly 
degree of prosperity. We hope Tulsa can decrease its request for 
ald next year. * 


Whitewater, Jion— Although this mission is located at a place 
where growth is limited because of environment, it has had a good 
year. It has had some accessions and its benevolence was better than a 
year ago. The pastor, Rev. J. B. Guiney, early in July organized 
a Sunday school at Brainard, some three and a half miles out of 
Whitewater, and every Sunday afternoon the pastor and his excellert 
wife go there for a service. Possibly a preaching point could be located 
here and connected with the Whitewater church. Recertly the Re- 
formed Sunday School., being without a pastor, united with the Luth- 
eran school and they are now working together as a Lutheran school. 


Oklahoma City. First Church—This mission has moved along steadily 
during the past year. They bave paid off arother thousaud dollars 
of their debt, and met their apportionment in full. They have as- 
sured us that they will assume self-support June Ist next. All plans 
have been laid to this end. Dr. Royer is to be congratulated over 
the successful issue of his work in Oklahoma City. 


Wichita, St. Paul’s—Wichita has both its encouragirg and its dis- 
couraging features. Their last four quarterly reports, Sept. 1 to Sept. 1, 
indicate the reception of forty new members during the year, and their 
communicant membership has been increased by 29. While they have 
made strenbous efforts to make up their deficits on currert expenses, 
they are still running bebind some in their current expenses, although 
this year they have had a better year than common financially. The 
pastor has written us that after Dec. 1, 1918, they will need no further 
aid from the Kansas Synodical Home Mission fund, from which they 
had been receiving at the rate of $50 a year since June 1, 1918. 


New Cambria, Peace and St. Paule Reference to the dedication of 
the new St. Paul's church has been made in the president's report. 
The raising of practically all the funds for the erection of this pretty 
courtry community church by our Missionary Superintendent, with a sur- 
plus of nearly $400, is a credit to his wisdom and energy. The president 
has reported on the objections of the Peace congregation to the union 


with St. Paul's. 


Norcatur, St. Mark’s-St. Paul's After a vacancy of over six years 
we finally secured the services of Rev. A. L. Groseclose, of Moscow, 
Idaho, for this pastorate. The General Board contributed $100 toward 
his moving expenses. He took charge June Ist and was installed by 
our Superintendent on the 9th. During this long period of vacancy 
the Norcatur church maintained its Sunday School, and always paid its 
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benevolence in full, a most remarkable record for a vacant church. 
Our Superintendent gave Norcatur considerable attention, at various 
times conducting gospel services and giving the Communion. The 
full apportionment has been paid at both places and the pastor's salary 
is being fully cared for. A Luther League has been organized at 
Norcatur and a young people's society at Long Island. At the latter 
place electric lights have been installed. The pastor reports every- 
thing moving along nicely in this pastorate. St. Mark’s of Norcatur 
and Trinity of Kansas City, two mission churches, enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of having been the first to pay their benevolences in full two

Effingham—During the year our Superintendent tried to get serv- 
ices inaugurated again at Effingham, a supply from the student body at 
Atchison, and offered to go there and make a house-to-house canvass of 
the parish; but he was unable to make any progress along this line. 
The membership is so scattered, largely in the country. and so many 
have gone into other churches, that those remaining have declined to 
make any effort at present to revive a church. The correspondence was 
with Mr. Lafayette Hawk, president of their church courcil, and Mr. 
E. R. Oswald, its secretary. 


Chapman, Scherer Memoriai—Pastor I. B. Heisey and his loyal 
people can be congratulated over making good their promise to assume 
self-support at the close of our budget year, May 31, 1918. They 
adopted fine resolutions of appreciation for the help given them until 
they were able to take care of themselves. They now come up with their 
full apportionment ard are thus lending a helping hand to others 
and will in due time pay back to the church more than they ever received. 


Abilene, St. James Our Superintendent made two visits to St. 
James church last November. At the first be called on the church 
officers, securing a list of the members and friends of the church, and 
after corsiderable persuading obtained consent to hold a preaching serv- 
ice on a Sunday following. He then got out a pastoral letter and mailed 
a copy to each name he bad obtained and also advertised the service 
in the Abilene papers. Pastor W. D. Ziegler accompanied him on these 
visits. Twenty-five: people came out to the service. He tried to raise 
a subscription of $150 for which Pastor Ziegler offered to give them 
afternoon services for one year. One man subscribed $25 but other than 


this not a dollar could be gotten. No one was willing to assume any

months before the close of the Synodical year. 

Minneapolis. St. Paul’e—Rev. T. Harnheart resigned St. Paul's pas 
torate, taking effect April lst. This mission ig in a hard struggle with 
short-crop conditions, now the third one in succession. The congre- 

gation decided that they could not support a pastor until they had a 
i crop and voted to suspend services for the present. The Missionary 
Superintendent prevailed upon them to accept a service from him once 
Z

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responsibility, and they plainly indicated that they did not think it worth 
while to hold any further services. The offering at this service was 
not sufficient to pay the Superintendent's car fare. The church is too 
close to Abilene to succeed, and in this day of autos the membership 
could easily attend services in Abilene if they were so inclined. 


Lincoin Center—A request having been made that the prospects of 
ortzar laing a church at Lincoln Center be looked into, our Superintendent 
weut there last December and made investigation. He found the town 
to be an agricultural town of 700 population, already over-churched 
and with but few Lutherans living in the place, although there were 
two German churches in the country near by. As these have become 
largely English, it was easily seen there was no room for an additional 


Pittsburg, Kansas The Missionary Superintendent went to Pitts- 
burg, Kansas, to see if there might be an opening there for a new 
field. This place had been canvassed by Rev. J. H. Utesch nine 
ten years ago but at that time no movement was made to follow 
this canvass. Conditions have changed and now it was found 
the people interested then had either moved away, had died, or 
had. united with local churches. The town is not growing in popula- 
tion, and is amply churched already. Few were found inclineg to 
enter a Lutheran church. About this time our committee was in- 
formed that the General Board wag advisirg against opening any 
new work until after the war and the merger. Under the circum- 
stances our Committee thought best to drop the matter. The fact 
is, it is hardily possible to find a Kansas town which is not already 
over-churched. In the early days more denominations rushed into 
our towns. and effected organizations, than the towns as agricultural 
towns could ever sustain, and as a consequerce al! over the state 
there are churches of all denominationg losing out because the places 
are over churched. 


An itinerary for Field Secretary Weller of the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movemert was made out by our Superintendent in November among 
our churches. Mr. C. H. Weller then made a very successful series 
of visitations. and for him laymen’s banquets were common over the 
field. A deep missionary interest was created everywhere he went. 
We cannot but feel that our splendid returns this year were in a de 
gree inspired by this wide-awake layman. ! 


The Garnett Church Furniture was donated, at our request, to the 
new St. Paul's church of the New Cambria pastorate, and the Mission- 
ary Superintendent supervised its shipment. After being varnished 
and overhauled it is occupying a very useful place in this community 
church. Fortunately the seating just fitted its new environment. 


Sale of the Garnett Church Property On the 24th of September 
our Missionary Superintendent sold this property to the Garnett Library 
Association (Deed made out to O. E. Parks) for the sum of $1250. 
This property had been turned over to the Board of Church Extension 
last year. It is gratifying to know that this church bullding. located 
so admirably for a town library, will be used again for public pur- 
poses rather than for business. 


Sale of the Barnes Church—Early in February our Superintendent 
sold the Barnes church to Mr. W. A. Schlier for $500, which sum was 


turned over to the Treasurer of Synod. 


Bunker Hill-Exceisior—The last convention of Kansas Synod united 
these two churches into a pastoral charge.

Finances—Your Committee is pleased to report that it has all sal- 
aries of our missionaries paid in full, including that of the Missionary 
Superintendent, to October 1. 1918, and have a balance in our treasury 
of $207.03, a balance $265.66 greater than „had at this time last year. 
Some inconveniences were imposed on our missionaries during a part 
of the past year because quite a number of our churches neglected to 
send in their apportionment for Home Missions till the very close of the 
He ga year. We hope our pastors will be more thoughtful! in the

Parochial Summary—During the past year our Superintendent has 
again traversed our large territory largely covering three states, visiting 
our missions and vacant fields with no expense to our synodical treas- 
ury, despite the increase of railroad fare. The General Superintendent 
reports that there are only two missionary superintendents who have 
succeeded in doing this, those of East Ohio and Kansas Synods. All in- 
c.dental expenses for postage and stationery have also been met from 
his collections and aside from this he has turned over to the Committee 
sufficient to relieve Kansas Synod from the payment of two months’ 
salary, and has a balance on hand October 1 of $11.30.

Beloit—Our church at Beloit, being in financial distress, asked our 
Board to recommend $200 for their relief, which was done; but the 
General Board turned down the request on the ground that they were 
not opening any new work. Our Superinterdent then went to Beloit 
and raised in subscriptions $250 for their relief. 


Vacant Congregations—As vacant congregations now come under 
the supervision of the Missionary Committee, as per action of the last 
convention of Synod, we report the following: 


Peabody, Abilene (St. James); Bendena, Campus. Effingham, Kan- 
sas City (Kansas), Minreapolis, Perth. Valley Falls and Mt. Wash- 
ington (Fairmount). Mention has been made of most of these vacan- 
cies in the body of this report. Campus has a church building but 
no preaching. It carnot be tied to any other church and little bope can 
be entertained for its resurrection. Bendena is supplied by Prof. J. F. 
Krueger; Perth has been supplied during the past four months by 
Mr. Paul Spaude of Atchison; Valley Falls is supplied by Prof. Holmes 
Dysirger. In the absence this summer of Dr. H. 8. Lawrence of 
Peabody at Camp Bliss, El Paso, Texas, and Rev. W. D. Ziegler in 
Ohio with an aged parent, Peabody and Abilene were supplied re- 
spectively by Mr. Ivan Heft of the Hamma Divinity School and Mr. E. 
C. Mortensen of the Western Theological Seminary. Mt. Washington 
is supplied by Rev. James Raun. 


Recommendations of Last Year—These recommendations were al! 
successfully carried out with the exception of the one aiming to link 
Effingham to the Lancaster pastorate and the one aiming to get St. 
James at Abilene supplied with preaching. 


The New Home Mission Board—Since writing the above report, 
the United Lutheran Church has been established, and all home mission 
and church extension interests bave been merged, a new Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension elected, and this Board has 
elected Dr. H. H. Weber as its General Secretary, temporarily. In Jan- 
uary this Board will meet to formulate its plans and elect permanent 
officers. The General Secretary has indicated his intention of calling 
a meeting of all the district superintendents that they might counsel 
together as to future ways and means. In the meantime there is 
nothing for us to do other than proceed along present lines and wait 
future developments. |

REPORT OF FALLS CITY LUTHERAN HOSPITAL 


As the Kansas Synod as well as the two Synods of Nebraska have 
morally endorsed our Evangelical Lutheran Hospital of Falls City 
and given us the privilege to solicit funds on their territory, and as 
these Synods have aiso appointed committees to act in conjunction 
with the Hospital Board, we deem it our duty to submit the following 
report to Synod. 

The Hospital Association became a permanent organization last 
Jauuary. Articles of incorporation were accepted upon approvul by 
the Board of Inner Missions. Thig Board has always beer ready to 
give valuable information regarding the development of the hospital 
as an Inner Mission institution for which we ure grateful, indeed. 

Sometime in April a campaign for funds was conducted under the 
able leadership of campalgu-manager H. H. Patterson, Cleveland, Ohio. 

The campaign yielded pledges to the amount of $25,000. Afterwards 
$6000 was gathered, also the promise of a $4000 endowment fund, 
% that today there is about $35,000 in sight. The pledges are re- 
deemed quarterly and over 95 per cent are proven to be good. The 
hospital, fully equipped, will cost about $55,000, which leaves a sum 
of $24,000 still to be recovered. We are quite certain that row since 
the war is over and won the people in our own churches will rally 
to our support. 

Since November Ist the hospital board bas called Rev. J. Matthiesen. 
Falls City, to become superintendent of the institution. It will be his 
duty to look after the financial affairs of the hospital ard so keep in 
touch with the congregations from which we may expect support. 

We do not doubt for a moment that the churches of the Karsas 
Synod wil! show a helping hand in erecting a much-needed institution 
on this territory. 

We are grateful to the Brethren, Geo. Murphy and C. 8. Powell. 
for serving on the hospital committee, and we are giad to publicly 
extend our thanks to A. Bard for his strorg assistance tn time of need. 

The Inner Mission Board has endorsed our work and has put its 
endorsement into the Minutes of the General Synod. 

The corner stone was laid September 22nd. The hospital will be 
completed May 1, 1919.

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AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION | 


A careful search, of the protocol reveals the following Amendments 
to the Constitution and By-Laws since the adoption of the Constitution 


ard By-Laws as amended in 1907. , 


At the regular meeting of Kansas Synod in 1908 an amendment was 
passed to the By-Laws. Section 12 (a) in the printed Constitution and 
By-Laws reads, “Synod shall elect two members of the Board of Trustees 
of Midland College.” This was amended to read, “Synod shall elect 
three members of the Board of Trustees of Midland College.” This was 
further amerded at the meeting of the Kansas Synod in 1916, % read. 
“Synod shall elect six members of the Board of Trustees of Midland 
College, three of which shall be pastors and three laymen.” 


The following Amendment we take from the protocol as part of the 


action of the Kansas Synod at its meeting in 1909: That it is the 


duty of the President to appoint all committees, temporary aud standing, 
acd that the committee known as the Synodical Calendar Committee be 
henceforth known as the Committee on Speakers for next corvention, and 
that the duty of that Committee be restricted to that work. 


Article 2, Section 2, of the Constitution, adopted and printed, reads 
as follows; All these officers are annually chosen by ballot, from among 
the ordained miristers regularly belonging to Synod, by a majority vote, 
with che exception of the Treasurer, who may be a layman. The same 
persun shall not be eligible for more than three successive years.” In 
1911, at the regular meeting of Synod. this was changed to read us 
tllows: “All these officers are annually chosen by ballot, trom among 
the ordained ministers regularly belorging to Synod, by a majority vote. 
with the exception of the Treasurer, who may be a layman. The same 
person shall not be eligible for more than three successive years, but 
the President shall not be eligible to succeed bimself.”” Then at the 
regular meeting in the year of 1916 the following was passed regarding 
the same Article and Section: “All these officers are anrually chosen 
by ballot, from among ordained ministers regularly belonging to Synod. 
by a majority vote, with the exception of the Treasurer, who may be a 
layman. The same person shall not be eligible to succeed himself. 


In the Order of Business as origirally adopted we read the —4 
concerning Section 5. The President shall make his report (Article 


Section 4) as the last official act of his office, and then inform the 
members that 


Section 6. The election of officers for the ensuing year is now to 
be attended to.” 


In Section 20 we have these words. “Dissolution of Synod, and an- 
nunciation of the time of the ministerial session.” 


In 1918 at the regular meeting of Synod this appears in the protocol: 


“That the Order of Business of the Constitution be so amended as follows: 


“(1) A period placed after the parenthesis in Section 5, and all 
the words following to Section 7 be omitted, and all sectiors be renum- 
bered accordingly. 

(2) Sections 19-20 in the old numbering be changed to read: Elec- 


tion of officers, dissolution of Synod, and annunciation of the time of 
the ministerial session.” 


The section affected would read thus: 

“Sec. 5. The Presidert shall make his revort (Article 2. Sec. 4). 

“Sec. 19 or 20: Election of officers, dissolution of Synod, and an- 
nunciation of the time of the ministerial session.” . 

In 1915 at the regular meeting of Synod this was further amended 
and practically charged back to the original as found in the printed 
Constitution. This change was made: “A comma placed after the 
parenthesis in Section 5. Order of Business, and this wording inserted: 
“as the last official act of his office, and then inform the members that 
electior of officers for the ensuing year be attended to.“ 

In Section 19, the phrase, “The election of officers,” be stricken out.

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The following, then, ig the correct reading of the sections affected: 

“Section 5. The President sball make his report (Article 2, 

Section 4), as the last official act of his office, and ther inform the 

members that election of officers for the ensuing year be attended to.” 

— fogs pen Section 6 of the old numbering, or rather combines 5 ard 
one. 


Section 19. Dissolution of Synod, and annunciation of the time of 
nunisteria] session 


Article 8, Section 2. of the Constitution, reads as follows: “The Synod 
shall elect a starding committee, to be known as the Advisory Board 
vf Home Missions of this Synod, whose duty it shall be to assist 
vacant missions to secure supplies and regular pastors when so desired. 
and shall also co-operate with the Board of Homé Missions of the 
General Synod in the management of our missionary work. This com- 
mittee shall consist of three ordaired ministers to serve for three 
years each, one of whom shall be elected by ballot; the members of the 
first committee elected to serve for one,two and three years respectively.” 

In 1934 at the regular meeting of Synod this was amended to read: 
“The Synod shall elect a standing committee to be known as the Advisory 
Board of Home Missions of this Synod, whose duty it shall be to assist va 
cam missions to secure supplies and regular pastors wher so desired. and 
shall also co-operate with the Board of Home Missions of the General 
Synod in the management of our missiorary work. This committee sball 
consist of three ordained ministers to serve for three years each, one of 
whom shall be the president, who shall be become a member of this com- 
mittee upon assumirg the office; the members of the first committee 
elected to serve for one. two, and three years respectively." 

In 1916 at the regular meeting of Synod tbis entire Article and 
Section was changed, and the following substituted: “The Synod 
shall elect a standing committee to be known as the Synodical Mission- 
ary Committee. This committee shal] corsist of two groups; one con- 
sisting of two clergymen and one layman, the second group shall con 
sist of one clergyman and one layman., whose terms of office shall be 
80 arranged that each group's term of office willexpire in successive Years 

“The President shall be ex-officio member of this committee. The 
committee shall work in conjunction with the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension.” 


Ir 1916 the following action was taken at a regular meeting of 
Synod relative to the amending of the By-Laws: 

“Section 29. Resolved, That it be the duty of the President to ap- 
point all committees. temporary and standing. and that the committee 
known as the Synodical Calendar Committee be henceforth known 
as the Committee on Speakers for the next Convention, and that the 
duty of that committee be restricted to that work.” 


At the same meeting in 1916 this was also inserted in the protocol: 


“Section 14. The following standing committees shall be appointed: 
“One on Sunday Schools and one on Yourg People's Societies 

This section formerly read aa follows: “A standing committee on 
Sunday Schools shall be appointed.” 


In 1916 the following action was taken in regard to benefictaries: 
“That no candidate for the ministry who has received assistance 
from the funds of the Synod shall accept —— — — 
any Synod otber than the Kansas Synod, unless he 5 n ave first 
— 4 the consent in writing ot the Committe on Ministerial Education.

By-Laws and Order of 
Business, and to arrange them in order and have them printed in this 
copy of the Minutes according to the action of the Kansas Synod at 
Wichita in 1917. We have tried to do our duty.

| PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


My dear co-laborers: 

How swiftly the wheels of time have borne us through another 
year. and how full the days ard weeks and months have been, and again, 
a very unusually eventful year, filled with anxiety and sorrow. But 
through it all we have been ever mindful of our Heavenly Father's care, 
and we need to be devoutly grateful to Him for His saving grace, His 
giving power of might in these great times of need. In every toil and 
trial ard burden He has been our Comforter and Helper. It is but 
right that we should thank and praise Him for His “goodness,” and. the 
wonderful preservation of His children—and of us. 

A retrospective view of Missionary labors shows us a wonderful 
advance in the works obtained—pressing on amidst discouragements, 
and glorious success is the result, and while it is ours to rejoice be- 
cause of these great achievements, we must not be satisfied to rest 
from our labors, flattering ourselves with the thought that because so 
much ard such mighty works have been done, there is no need of further 
effort in the future. There is as much need today of consecrated effort 
to “preach the gospel to every creature” as at any previous period. 

The time now is when ignorance of the calls is no excuse for not 
doing and giving. And rot to know of the Missionary operations of 
— church and the world is to have one’s eucation neglected. That per- 

son who is not doing anything to extend the Kirgdom of God is not 
in the Church of Christ. “The whole world for Christ” has been our 
motto, and though in places this work has lagged for want of zeal or 
knowledge, there have been some who felt the burden of responsibility 
placed upon the Church by the Lord himself. From the days of Lydia, 
down to the present, woman has borne her share of this burden. and 
has been a marked factor in every department of Church work. It 
remained for the last century to furnish specia! organizations for woman's 
work and sirce this has been brought about, mission work in all the 
Churches has received a mighty impetus. | 

The interest in this work is not diminishing, but on the opposite is in- 
creasing every year. as the Church grows into wider knowledge, and 
feels more keenly the condition of the unsaved. This increased interest 
is seen in the growth of schools for special] study of mission problems, 
in the many conferences held for the exchange of plans, in schools es- 
tablished for training missionaries and in the increased contributions of 
God's people everywhere. 

The prayer of the Church, that the world might everywhere be opened 
to the gospel, bas been answered, and now the challenge is given to the 
Church to come and occupy. Our women are takirg a noble part in this 
movement. The past year has been one of splendid activity in the 
work of our societies. Our general work is in a flourishing condition. 

While we have had no rew societies reported this year, the reports 
received from the various societies of Kansas Synod have been very en- 
couraging. The many little auxiliary societies existing all over our 
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country shine in our church as the drops of dew sparkling on the land- 
scape. 

They help to develop Christian character, and earnest. capable work- 
ers, some superintending the work at home, others going forth into kor- 
eign lands to teach the gospel, so that precious souls may be gathered 
into Christ's Kingdom. The smaller and weaker societies should not 
be discouraged because their numbers are few, but should rather be 
aroused by thoughts of the many who are working hand in hand with 
them in other places. 

The time is so short for us to do even the little that may fall to our 
lot, therefore let us not hesitate, but go forth, not in our strength, but 
in the Master's strength and for His glory. 

While our hearts and minds bave been saddened over the events of 
the war, we have been drawn nearer the throne of God. and led out in 
sympathy for suffering ones. Unspeakable borrors only emphasize the 
need of the Gospel of “Peace on earth, good will to men.” Our daily 
prayers for peace shall not be in vain, for though “the day of vengeance” 
is in the heart of God and He is trampling out the vineyard where the 
grapes of wrath are stored,” yet the loving kindness of the Lord is 
not forgotten and His abundant tender mercies have not passed away. 

We in Kansas are greatly blessed. The center of wealth has been 
gradually moving westward until we are classed among the first. We 
can no longer plead poverty, and war burdens have fallen on us no 
heavier than on others. Good health and prosperity have attended us In 
it all the women of Kansas have shared. We should in our hearts 


Hasten, Lord, the glorious time, 
When, beneath Messiah's sway,
